Vermont's 
civil union 
low almost 
official

T ired of drawing up legal con¬ 
tracts just so your lover will be 
recognized as an important per¬ 
son in your life? Move to Vermont. 
But don’t forget that with the rights of 
marriage come the responsibilities of 
alimony, child support, and every¬ 
thing messy should you and your 
same-sex partner decide to end the 
relationship. 

Indeed, cute little commitment 
ceremonies may take on a whole new 
meaning in the only state to grant gay 
couples the same benefits as hetero¬ 
sexual married couples, even if those 
benefits are called a “civil union” 
rather than “marriage.” In a 76-69 
vote in the Vermont House of Repre¬ 
sentatives last Thursday, March 16, 
same-sex unions moved closer toward 
• »«jp t ^ipn with the approval of 

a proposal that gives gay couples in¬ 
heritance, hospital visitation, medical 
decision, and property rights, and 
stipulates that they must also go 
through divorce proceedings to dis¬ 
solve their unions. The Democratic- 
controlled state Senate is expected to 
pass the bill next month, and Ver¬ 
mont Governor Howard Dean has 
promised to sign the bill into law, that 
if approved, would go into effect this 
September. 

“What the Vermont Legislature 
did is heroic and unprecedented,”

pared to married heterosexuals. How¬ 
ever, I’m willing to see this as an in¬ 
cremental gain on the road to secur¬ 
ing full equality, rather than dismiss it 
as not enough.” 

Under the proposal, everything 
from the town clerk to the rice throw¬ 
ing will remain the same as a hetero¬ 
sexual marriage; gay couples, however, 
will receive documentation of their 
civil union instead of that m-word 
certificate. Throughout the state, any¬ 
where the term “spouse” or “family” is 
used will also recognize civil unions. 
With the exception of one word, the 
proposal is basically identical to mar¬ 
riage, but the state stopped short of 
setting the tone for the rest of the 
country, meaning the handful of states 
that have not yet outlawed same-sex 
marriage will not have to recognize a 
gay union from Vermont. The Legis¬ 
lature also made clear that the institu-

AIDS activist Hank Wilson

I t’s springtime in San Fran¬ 
cisco; a time of rebirth, of 
new beginnings. And one 
local AIDS activist group is 
celebrating the season by 
shedding its well-known 
name, which has been “hi¬ 
jacked by AIDS dissidents.” 

Tuesday, March 28 will be 
the first publicized meeting 
of the newly minted Survive 
AIDS, the name recently 
adopted by the membership 
of ACT UP/Golden Gate. 

The group of AIDS ac- _ 

tivists made the change in 
an effort to distance itself from an unaffiliat¬ 
ed collective of medical marijuana purvey¬ 
ors, animal rights activists, and AIDS con¬ 
spiracy theorists who took up the name ACT 
UP/San Francisco after the original group of 
that name dissolved in 1994. 

“Sure I have mixed feelings about it,” said 
Survive AIDS’ Hank Wilson, a longtime 
AIDS activist and a co-founder of the first 
ACT UP in San Francisco. Wilson said that, 
especially for people new to the city or new 
to HIV/AIDS work in general, the two 
groups have too often been confused, and the 
radical ideas espoused by ACT UP/San Fran¬ 
cisco has made his group’s work to fight 
AIDS more difficult. 

“It’s been really irritating for a long time,” 



Wilson said. “And it has 
undermined our effort to 
involve new people.” 

Some of the original 
ACT UP/San Francisco 
members, many of whom 
have since died of AIDS, 
had been involved in non¬ 
violent civil disobedience 
since 1985, when the 
-o “ARC/AIDS Vigil” pitched 
I a few tents outside the 
g U.N. Plaza to protest gov- 
! ernmental inaction against 
£ the disease. 

| In 1986, a group of 
about a dozen men and 
women called “Citizens for 
Medical 


Justice” also began staging 
direct action protests in San 
Francisco on issues such as 
mandatory testing of pris¬ 
oners and prostitutes. Gal¬ 
vanized by the 1987 March 
on Washington for Lesbian 
and Gay Rights, this group 
soon changed its name to 
the “AIDS Action Pledge,” 
also protesting the high 
price of AZT. 

At about the same time, 
the first AIDS Coalition to 
Unleash Power (ACT UP) 
was founded in March 1987, 
when hundreds of frustrat-

ed people attending a meeting at the Lesbian 
and Gay Community Services Center in New 
York City were unleashed into action by a fiery 
speech from activist and playwright Larry 
Kramer. Raising funds from merchandise em¬ 
blazoned with “Silence=Death,” ACT UP/New 
York took off, inspiring AIDS activists nation¬ 
wide by closing down the New York Stock Ex¬ 
change to protest the price of AZT, then the 
only approved treatment for AIDS, which cost 
about $12,000 a year per patient, a price dri¬ 
ven by desperate demand and by the high 
doses prescribed at the time. 

Groups using the name ACT UP began 
forming spontaneously in dozens of cities 
and towns, from San Diego to Vermont. It 
wasn’t long before the AIDS Action Pledge 
changed its name to ACT UP/San Francisco, 
and began selling merchan¬ 
dise with the slogan, “Ac- 
tion=Life.” Attendance at 
its weekly meetings went 
from about 30 to 200 
overnight. 

According to activist 
Matthew Sharp, writing in 
the March 6, 1997 edition 
of the Bay Area Reporter, 
ACT UP/Golden Gate split 
off from the original ACT 
UP/San Francisco in 1990 
so that they might focus ex¬ 
clusively on treatment and 
research issues.

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Gay man in San Jose council race

A n old, established neighborhood in the 
Bay Area’s largest city may well have an 
openly gay representative come No¬ 
vember and while San Jose City Council can¬ 
didate Ken Yeager is savoring his first-place 
primary finish now, he 
knows that soon, his cam¬ 
paign will get into full 
swing as he works to be¬ 
come the first openly gay 
person on the 11-member 
council. 

Yeager is running for the 
District 6 seat that encom¬ 
passes the Willow Glen and 
Rose Garden areas near the 
center of San Jose. In No¬ 
vember, he will face candi¬ 
date Kris Cunningham, a 
former Willow Glen Neigh¬ 
borhood Association board 
member, for the seat being 
vacated by Councilmember 
Frank Fiscalini. In the 
March 7 primary, Yeager 
polled 6,789 votes, or 38.5 percent, while 
Cunningham garnered 5,775 votes, or 32.8 
percent, according to unofficial returns. 
There were six candidates in the race. 

“It was a great volunteer effort,” Yeager 
told the Bay Area Reporter last Friday, com¬ 
menting on his victory. “I’m very excited to 
be in first place.” 


Yeager said he started walking precincts 
last summer, and estimated he had walked 
about half of the district, which has approx¬ 
imately 100,000 people. He intends to start 
meeting potential voters in a few months, as 
well as raising campaign funds. Under San 
Jose law, Yeager was allowed to raise and 
spend $90,000 for the primary, which he did; 

he can raise and spend an¬ 
other $90,000 for the No¬ 
vember runoff. 

Yeager has experience 
serving the public, and 
touts that experience as 
one of his advantages over 
Cunningham. Currently, 
Yeager is president of the 
San Jose Community Col¬ 
lege District board, to 
which he was first elected 
in 1992, becoming the first 
openly gay elected official 
in Santa Clara County. He 
also teaches at San Jose 
State University. 

“I’ve learned how to 
make the bureaucracy re¬ 
spond,” Yeager said of his 
experience on the college board. “We’ve 
changed the whole culture at the communi¬ 
ty college to be more community and stu¬ 
dent friendly. I want to make City Hall more 
neighborhood friendly.” 

Among issues important to voters in Dis¬ 
trict 6, Yeager said, are traffic and transit, 
safety, and preservation. 


“Traffic is a big issue,” he noted. “As free¬ 
ways have become more congested, people 
are driving on side streets. We need more 
mass transit.” 

According to Yeager’s Web site (www. 
kenyeager.com), one of the most serious 
problems facing neighborhoods is cars 
speeding along residential streets. As a way to 
slow vehicles down, city government can im¬ 
plement measures such as speed bumps,

T he Academy of Friends’ 
Oscar Night Gala, billed as 
the “second largest Oscar 
party in the country,” sells out 
every year.

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Trannies could benefit 
from new Assembly bill

I t’s one small step for transkind, 
I but the California Assembly is 
* quietly advancing a piece of 
legislation that could make life 
easier for thousands of post-oper¬ 
ative people across the country. 

AB1851 - introduced by As¬ 
semblyman John Longville (D- 
San Bernardino) - clarifies the 
process by which transsexuals can 
change their birth certificates to 
reflect their new gender, and clos¬ 
es the loopholes that currently ex¬ 
clude certain California residents 
and non-residents from accessing 
the state law already on the books. 

Since 1977, the state has al¬ 
lowed resident post-surgical 
transsexuals to receive new birth 
certificates so that their new iden¬ 
tities can be legally recognized. 
Longville’s bill, passed by the As¬ 
sembly Health Committee on 
March 14, would give this right to 
people born in California who no 
longer live here, as well as to peo¬ 
ple born elsewhere who now re¬ 
side in California. 

“It’s not a radical piece of leg¬ 
islation,” Shannon Minter, senior 
staff attorney for the National 
Center for Lesbian Rights, told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “But it’s im¬ 
portant to both of these groups of 
people who would otherwise find 
themselves in a bit of a mess.” 

Indeed the bill seems to have 
caused little reaction in the Legis¬ 
lature, with a 13-0 victory in the 
health committee and even con¬ 
servative assemblymembers with 
poor gay rights records voting in 
favor of it. Minter said he expects 
the bill the pass, particularly in

light of the fact that the original 
legislation by now is “old news.” 

Because newly issued birth cer¬ 
tificates are indistinguishable from 
originals and accepted everywhere, 
California-born and California 
resident transsexuals should soon 
be able to change their gender on 
old out-of-state records, as well as 
receive new identification and 
open future accounts, no matter 
where they live, without hassle. 
The current statute that requires 
court approval of a new birth cer¬ 
tificate will not be altered by the 
bill, but this legal procedure is 
mostly in place to prohibit fraud, a 
factor rarely present in transsexual 
petition proceedings. 

“Of all the reasons someone 
would want to get a new birth cer¬ 
tificate,” explained Minter, “being 
transsexual is on the top 10 list of 
the most legitimate.” 

The concept for the bill first 
arose last summer, according to 


Boyce Hinman of the Lambda 
Letters Project, who along with 
members of the California Al¬ 
liance for Pride and Equality held 
a series of meetings about trans¬ 
gender issues. During these meet¬ 
ings, an attorney who represented 
many transsexuals expressed con¬ 
cern that California’s current law 
provides no direction when a pe¬ 
titioner was born in California 
but now resides in another state, 
or when the reverse is true. After 
the groups discussed the matter 
with Longville’s staff, the assem¬ 
blyman agreed to introduce the 
necessary legislation, and Lamb¬ 
da Letters followed up with over 
500 statements of support to the 
Assembly Health Committee. 

CAPE’s legislative advocate 
Eric Astacaan said the bill’s victo¬ 
ry in the health committee is a 
good indication of its future. 

“It bodes well,” said Astacaan. 
“Even the Traditional Values Coali¬ 
tion [which opposes the bill] seems 
to understand that this is mainly 
about bureaucratic process.” 

The bill next moves to the As¬ 
sembly Appropriations Commit¬ 
tee, according to Longville’s 
spokeswoman Kristen Wingate, 
where it could go one of two ways. 
If the implementation cost re¬ 
mains under $150,000, the bill 
should move forward immediate¬ 
ly. But if the Department of 
Health decides the cost of imple¬ 
mentation is above that price tag, 
the bill will go into the suspense 
file and be taken up at budget 
time along with various other 
competing bills. 

“Obviously,” said Wingate, 
“we’re hoping for the former sce¬ 
nario.” V

D etermining who is “the 
highest ranking openly gay 
or lesbian official in the 
Clinton-Gore administration” is 
sort of like comparing fruit or, as 
the saying goes, like comparing 
apples and oranges. Who carries a 
higher rank, an ambassador, an 
undersecretary, or a special assis¬ 
tant to the president? 

In any case, Q. Todd Dickin¬ 
son, already one of the highest 
ranking openly gay administra¬ 
tion officials, and the keynote 
speaker for next Thursday’s 20th 
annual dinner of the Bay Area 
Lawyers for Individual Freedom, 
is scheduled to attain an even 
higher rank just one day prior to 
the dinner. On Wednesday, Presi¬ 
dent Clinton is scheduled to an¬ 
nounce Dickinson’s appointment 
as undersecretary of commerce 
for intellectual property and di¬ 
rector of the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark office. 

Dickinson, a former BALIF 
board member, currently serves as 
assistant secretary of commerce 
and commissioner of patents and 
trademarks. As undersecretary, 
Dickinson will be second-in-com¬ 
mand at the U.S. Department of 
Commerce. 

BALIF, a professional associa¬ 
tion of lesbians, gay men, bisexu¬ 
als, and transgender persons in 
the law, is celebrating 20 years of 
service to the LGBT community 
with its annual dinner on March 
30 at the Grand Ballroom of the 
Hyatt Regency Embarcadero in 
San Francisco. 

In addition to Dickinson, 
speakers also will include the two 
openly lesbian members of the 
California State Assembly: Carole 
Migden (D-San Francisco) and 
Sheila Kuehl, (D-Santa Monica). 
The assemblywomen will be pre¬ 
sented with BALIF’s annual Com¬ 
munity Service Award at the din¬ 
ner for their work in the Legisla¬ 
ture over the last year. 

“This will be the most fun, the 
largest, and the most entertaining 


dinner yet,” said dinner co-chair 
and board member Laurie Si¬ 
monson, adding that the legal as¬ 
sociation’s dinners are always 
memorable. 

The 16 founding members of 
BALIF will be presented with the 
organization’s Legal Service 
Award at the dinner; several will 
be presented the award posthu¬ 
mously.

CPR experts say, if at all possi¬ 
ble, 911 should be called before 
CPR is initiated because manual 
CPR is no substitute for the elec¬ 
tronic and chemical resuscitation 
methods available to paramedics. 

Club Universe’s management 
insists it acted appropriately and 
says the delay in calling 911 is un¬ 
derstandable considering the con¬ 
fusion of events and because the 
nearest phone was at the front of 
the building, on the other side of 
the club from the hallway where 
Goring was taken. 

“The club lacks a proper sys¬ 
tem to notify the authorities in 
case of emergency,” countered 
Cohen, who believes Club Uni¬ 
verse needs to come up with a 
better radio communication sys¬ 
tem that would enable club em¬ 
ployees to immediately summon 
outside help when necessary. ▼

T he San Francisco medical ex¬ 
aminer is close to ruling out 
drugs as a possible cause of 
death of Jeff Goring, the 35-year- 
old San Jose man who collapsed 
and died at Club Universe on Feb¬ 
ruary 13. Medical Examiner Dr. 
Boyd Stephens confirmed to the 
Bay Area Reporter that initial toxi¬ 
cology tests showed no presence of 
drugs or alcohol in Goring’s system. 

Stephens said he hopes to de¬ 
termine Goring’s cause of death by 
the end of the month. Fie added 
that although no drugs showed up 
in the initial toxicology tests, 
there’s a chance drugs could show 
up in subsequent tests. 

The B.A.R. first learned of the 
toxicology tests results from Gor¬ 
ing’s close friend, Steve Cohen, 
who said that Goring’s mother 
had been informed of the results 
by the medical examiner’s office. 
Stephens said the results should¬ 
n’t have been released to the fam¬ 
ily until a cause of death could be 
determined; he said he would in¬ 
vestigate how that mistake was 
made by his office. Stephens said 
it only adds to confusion when 
test results are released before a 
thorough examination is con¬ 
cluded. 

Goring’s death was initially in¬ 
vestigated by police as a suspect¬ 
ed drug overdose. That suspicion 
no doubt was sparked by several 
recent cases of people overdosing 
on the drug gamma hydroxy bu¬ 
tyrate acid (GHB) at all-night 
dance clubs. 

Stephens said he is fairly cer¬ 
tain Goring did not take GFIB be¬ 
cause urine tests showed no signs 
of the drug. Stephens said GHB 
shows up very rapidly in urine 
and Goring would had to have 
taken the drug just before he col¬ 
lapsed. Since Goring’s friends told 
investigators he didn’t use drugs, 
Stephens said in the unlikely event 
that GHB was later found in his 
system, investigators would then 
work to determine whether the 
colorless and tasteless drug could 
have been surreptitiously slipped 
into Goring’s drink. 

Cohen, Goring’s friend, said he 
had only one drink all night. 
Stephens said since Goring 
weighed 224 pounds, it’s not sur¬ 
prising tests came back negative 
for alcohol. 

Stephens said until Goring’s 
cause of death could be deter¬ 
mined, it’s too early to know 
whether Club Universe employees 
could have done anything to save 
his life. 

Cohen has charged the club 
didn’t act quickly enough to call 
paramedics and is urging the 
Board of Supervisors to investi¬ 
gate the club. He is calling for it to 
be shut down in the meantime. 
Club Universe’s events manager, 
Audrey Joseph, told the B.A.R that 
one of her employees first reached 
Goring at 2:40 a.m. on the club’s 
stage where he had collapsed. 
Joseph said the employee began 
CPR and Goring was later carried 
off stage to a hallway in the back 
of the club where he could be at¬ 
tended to more carefully. Joseph 
said the club employee along with 
three doctors who were in the 
club at the time, continued to per¬ 
form CPR on Goring. A 911 call 
was made by the club at 2:48 a.m. 

In an e-mail to the B.A.R., 
Cohen reiterated his opinion that

V ermont continues to lead the nation 
in granting same-sex couples the civil 
benefits of heterosexual marriage. 
Last Thursday the state’s House of Repre¬ 
sentatives voted 76-69 to forward the his¬ 
toric “civil union” bill to the state Senate, 
where it’s expected to win approval. Gover¬ 
nor Howard Dean supports the legislation 
and says he would sign the bill that could 
see lesbian and gay couples registering with 
town clerks by September. 

As most readers know, the developments 
in Vermont are the result of last December’s 
state Supreme Court ruling that same-sex 
couples are being unconstitutionally denied 
the legal benefits of marriage. While the 
civil union bill expressly prohibits calling 
the unions “marriage,” gay rights activists 
across the country have praised the pro¬ 
posed law and many gay and lesbian Ver¬ 
monters testified in favor of the bill during 
legislative hearings. 

Under the civil union law, same-sex 
partners would be entitled to an array of 
benefits covering property, probate, adop¬ 
tion, insurance, abuse, discrimination, vic¬ 
tims’ and workers’ compensation, and deci¬ 
sions concerning health care. Additionally, 
as with spouses, partners in a civil union 
could not be compelled to testify against 
one another and Vermont laws that confer 
benefits or rights to people based on their 
marital or family status would be broad¬ 
ened to recognize civil unions. 

If only other states would soon follow 
Vermont’s landmark example of progress 
and equality for same-sex couples. 

Here in California, of course, we just got 
drubbed with the passage of Proposition 22, 
so the outlook for a similar civil union law 
isn’t too bright. We do, however, have a state 
domestic partner registry that started in 
January, and couples who register with the 
secretary of state’s office do get some basic 
rights, such as hospital visitation. 

Assemblywoman Carole Migden, who 
authored the domestic partner registry bill, 
said recently that she wants at least 50,000 
same-sex partners to register with the state, 


so that she can use the power of numbers to 
advance LGBT concerns in the California 
Legislature. Her reasoning goes 
something like this: she can’t keep 
going to the Legislature with gay 
rights bills if there aren’t the , 
numbers of people to back up 
the need for such legislation. As 
Migden quickly learned when she 
went to the Assembly in 1996, Califor¬ 
nia is a fairly conservative state outside 
of the Bay Area and Los Ange¬ 
les regions. 

So, a number of LGBT or¬ 
ganizations, including the 
Universal Fellowship of Metropolitan Com¬ 
munity Churches and the Lesbian, Gay, Bi¬ 
sexual, Transgender Pride Celebration 
Committee, have announced an all-out 
push to get those 50,000 same-sex couples 
registered with the state. 


It may not be the same as Vermont’s civil 
union bill, but we’ve got to start somewhere. 

Something else going on closer to home 
- in fact right here in San Francisco - is 
Mayor Willie Brown’s annual same- 
sex domestic partner ceremony that 
takes place this evening at City Hall. 
The event, expected to include 100 
couples, kicks off 10 days of “Family 
Week” that includes a variety of activ- 
t ities for LGBT families. 

While the mayor’s annual 
commitment ceremony is 
symbolic, it sends a message to 
the nation that same-sex cou¬ 
ples do have loving relationships and that 
many of them want those relationships 
legally recognized.

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On the road to equality

I t’s simple. It’s common sense. It’s only 14 
words. “California’s gay and lesbian fam¬ 
ilies deserve the same legal protections as 
all married couples.” 

The passage of Proposition 22 was cer¬ 
tainly a disappointment for our communi¬ 
ty, but it is not a defeat. The fight against 
Knight marked a beginning - not an end - 
because in this fight we turned a corner on 
the road to full equality for gay, lesbian, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender people and our 
families. The proponents of Proposition 22 
tried to shut down the debate over equality 
for our families. Instead, we blew the doors 
of the debate wide open. The conversation 
is no longer about if our families should 
have full protections, but about how we 
should be afforded those protections. In ad¬ 
dition, Proposition 22 proponents were 
forced - for the first time ever - to go on 
record in support of recognition for our 
families time after time after time during 
the course of this campaign. 

We know the Yes campaign intended a 
larger agenda with Proposition 22. We also 
know Californians were voting specifically 
on the definition of civil marriage and not 
whether gays and lesbians should be afford¬ 
ed the same rights guaranteed to heterosex¬ 
ual couples. In fact, America’s full and com¬ 
plete recognition of the lives of gay, lesbian, 
bisexual, and transgender people and our 
families is as inevitable as it is morally in¬ 
cumbent. According to a recent survey by 
the Wall Street Journal , the majority of 
Americans believe same-sex marriage will 
be legal in their lifetimes. As Martin Luther 
King Jr. said 35 years ago this month, “The 
arc of the moral universe is long, but it 
bends toward justice.” 

Our community has many achievements 


to be proud of in the fight against Knight: 

• We successfully defined the full recog¬ 
nition of gay and lesbian couples as a civil 
rights issue; 

• We built a broad and diverse coalition 
of supporters - ranging from religious lead¬ 
ers, elected officials, celebrities, communi¬ 
ty-based organizations, people of color 
groups, labor, and more - to say “No” to 
anti-gay discrimination and to frame the 
fight for equality for our families in civil 
rights terms; 

• Nearly every statewide elected of¬ 
ficial, among them Governor Gray 
Davis and Senators Barbara Boxer 
and Dianne Feinstein, as well as 
major national leaders such as 
President Clinton, Vice President 
Gore, Coretta Scott King, and Do¬ 
lores Huerta of the United 
Farm Workers stood with 
us against Proposition 22. 

This coalition also in¬ 
cludes an unprecedented 
number of Republican leaders, among them 
Los Angeles Mayor Richard Riordan, San 
Diego Mayor Susan Golding, and Con¬ 
gressman Tom Campbell; 

• Virtually all of California’s major daily 
newspapers said ‘No’ to Proposition 22 and 
anti-gay discrimination, including the con¬ 
servative San Diego Union-Tribune and even 
Pete Knight’s home paper, the Bakersfield 
Californian ; 

• For the first time, our opponents on the 
right went on record in support of basic 
rights and recognitions for gay and lesbian 
couples and families. 

Proposition 22 wasn’t a battle that we 
chose, but from it we created an opportuni¬ 
ty. Because of our community’s efforts in 
fighting Proposition 22, we stand together 
stronger, more galvanized, and more ener¬ 
gized than we were a year ago. And now, 
with more resolve than ever before, our 


movement will take the accomplishments of 
the No on Knight campaign and continue 
forward in the struggle for full equality. 

Over the course of the next few weeks 
representatives of various community 
groups - including CAPE (California Al¬ 
liance for Pride and Equality), the Horizons 
Foundation, the National Center for Les¬ 
bian Rights, and the Los Angeles Gay & Les¬ 
bian Community Center, among others - 
will be meeting to discuss how we build on 
the energy and momentum created during 
the past year. 

Together, we will ensure that the un¬ 
precedented conversation that took 
place in California about the lives 
and rights of GLBT families will 
continue. Together, we will 
move forward in the struggle 
for full equality under the 
law. And together we will 
ensure that Proposition 
22’s proponents make 
good on their claims op¬ 
posing anti-gay discrimination. 

Equality means full and comprehensive 
parental rights, including the ability to 
adopt and the right to child custody. Equal¬ 
ity means inheritance rights. Equality 
means family leave. Equality means joint in¬ 
surance benefits. Equality means the more 
than 1,000 protections and responsibilities 
granted spouses through civil marriage 
laws. Equality means the freedom to marry.

Your front-page story and editorial on the U.S. 
Census (March 16) leaves me curious about other 
readers’ reactions. 

My domestic partner and I received the long cen¬ 
sus form, requiring us to answer 14 pages of almost 150 
questions by my count. We are asked for our names, 
address and phone number, detailed financial infor¬ 
mation, and a considerable amount of personal data. 

As an antiwar activist in the 1970s, I requested a 
copy of my FBI file under the Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion and Privacy Act. In response, the FBI asked me to 
provide a detailed and voluminous dossier on myself, 
and to explain why the FBI might be interested in me. 

Later, U.S. Army intelligence admitted having a file 
on me, provided by the FBI. My home had been 
placed under surveillance, and an FBI inquiry had 
gotten me fired from my job. 

More recently, as an AIDS activist, I wrote blister¬ 
ing published attacks on Clinton’s early dawdling on 
AIDS. I was at the front of a demonstration widely 
covered by the international media at which the ashes 
of people who died of AIDS were thrown over the 
White House fence. 

Am I being “paranoid” in my reluctance to coop¬ 
erate with Census 2000? I am especially interested in 
hearing what other activists and younger people 
think.

Statistical evidence revealed 

Amy Andre asks “Where’s the statistical evidence?” 
(Mailstrom, March 9) about gay/lesbian numbers. 
The best evidence, based on a national random sam¬ 
ple, is from “The Social Organization of Sexuality” 
(“Kinsey II”) published by the University of Chicago 
Press in 1994. Prevalence of homosexual behavior by 
different measures clusters around the rate of two 
males for every one female. The original Kinsey study 
reported a similar ratio. And in the 1990 census there 
were nearly four male same-sex partner households 
for each female one in San Francisco (an admittedly 
indirect measurement). 

For the nation, the ratio of self-identified gay men 
to self-identified lesbians is almost certainly closer to 
4:1 than to 2:1. Also, more than half the national pop¬ 
ulation is white (though this is not the case for the 
three most populous Bay Area counties). Dale Car¬ 
penter (February 24 “OutRight”) was correct about 
empirical proportions of the American “homosexual” 
population not being half nonwhite and half female; 
Andre ignorant and/or dishonest.

Understands homeless frustration 

Regarding Lion Barnetts letter [Mailstrom, March 
16] regarding the lack of any concrete city plan on 
homelessness. 

We have to understand that the solution is not to 
send poor people back to their places of origin, as you 
propose. If we did that, would we send back all of the 
homeless queer kids who came here to find a refuge 
from horrible situations back home? Will we close off 
San Francisco to any queer migration except by indi¬ 
viduals who have a certain amount in their bank ac¬ 
counts? Maybe we can demand a copy of their 1040s. 
Maybe we can place ads in national queer magazines: 
“San Francisco: Only A-Gays Need Apply.” Queer 
folks have always come here, rich and poor, that’s why 
were the queer mecca. When I moved here nine years 
ago, three or four young people piled into flats in the 
Castro and split a $1,000 monthly rent. Even with a 
minimum wage job, one could manage. That’s im¬ 
possible now. Even the cheapest hotel room costs 
$450 a month. 

I understand your frustration, Lion. I feel it, too, 
every time I walk down Castro street. I live and work 
in the Castro. 

The real solution is not to ship people off, but to 
tackle the housing situation as a whole. Homelessness 
is a piece of the problem. Affordable housing doesn’t 
exist in this city, unless you’re in a rent-controlled 
apartment. We need to bring rents down; to control 
the increase of all rents, not just those in buildings 
built after 1979; to establish vacancy control; to de¬ 
cide that as a society we are truly committed to hous¬ 
ing everyone regardless of income. 

We need to address the incredible greed and the 
insane forces that create such high rents. We need to 
demand that the city build more affordable housing, 
that there be multi-service centers in neighborhoods 
(as you proposed), that more drug and alcohol treat¬ 
ment programs be available, that the city host a think 
tank, a Manhattan Project perhaps, on housing and 
bring together the best minds in the country to look 
at how we can make San Francisco an affordable and 
all-incomes friendly city. It may mean that some folks 
make less profit on real estate; it may mean that gov¬ 
ernment has to step in and regulate what can be 
charged for housing; it may mean that we give real in¬ 
centives for tenants to buy their buildings rather than 
evicting others to buy TICs. It may mean not doing 
business as usual. But we have to do it. San Francisco 
can set an example for the world. We can either build 
a model for making cities affordable or we can con¬ 
tinue letting developers, speculators, and the real es¬ 
tate industry get rich off the backs of the rest of us.

In a perfect world, this type of legislation would 
not be necessary. However, with the never-ending 
housing crisis in San Francisco, the TICs must fall 
into the city’s condo conversion law of limiting them 
to 200 per year. Of course this is done in conjunction 
with the ever-popular Ellis Act, which is allowing 
landlords to take rental property off the market and 
then be sold as TICs. In a city where the housing 
shortage gets worse every day, to allow units to be 
turned into TICs is not what is in the best interest of 
the renters of this city. It is however in the best inter¬ 
est of the real estate speculators and profiteers. 

A compromise in this situation would be to in¬ 
clude TICs under the existing condo conversion law 
and increase the number allowed from the current 
200 per year. Or, since they are claiming it is with 
TICs that first time buyers can afford to own proper¬ 
ty in San Francisco, allow an exception for first time 
buyers. 

In spite of promises he made to tenants to save 
rent control while campaigning, the mayor killed this 
bill. This is the first pro-tenant piece of legislation Da 
Mayor, since being re-elected, hasn’t signed and 
renters should expect more of the same from this wolf 
in sheep’s clothing. With a two-term limit he doesn’t 
need to answer to the voters of San Francisco and can 
now make good on the other promises he made dur¬ 
ing his campaign. Those promises were made to the 
real estate and landlord groups to re-evaluate rent 
control. This will begin with a supposed study of rent 
control and how it isn’t working, and of course this 
will be from a landlord’s perspective. 

As a long time resident of San Francisco and a vic¬ 
tim of a bogus OMI two years ago (that my room¬ 
mate and I contested, and won), I am appalled at how 
the leaders in this city are willing to sellout all who 
don’t fit into the new order of this dot-com world that 


San Francisco is rapidly becoming. In their minds, it 
seems we are truly disposable.

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Vermont’s 'civil 
unions’ make history

ay Marriage’ Nears in Ver¬ 
mont” screamed a front¬ 
page headline in last Friday’s 
USA Today. Gay marriage? Well, 
not exactly. But close; close 
enough in fact to make that state’s 
soon-to-be new “civil unions” law 
as close to gay marriage as we are 
likely to see in a long while. In¬ 
deed, when the Vermont 
House of Representatives 
voted last Thursday to 
recognize same-sex 
unions - to be known as 
civil unions - that leg¬ 
islative body moved 
Vermont a step closer 
to becoming 
the first state to 
award hetero- 
sexual-style 
marriage benefits to gay and les¬ 
bian couples. The bill, which 
passed the Vermont House by a 
76-69 vote, is expected to have an 
even easier time in the state Sen¬ 
ate, and Vermont Governor 
Howard Dean, a Democrat and 
an enthusiastic supporter, has al¬ 
ready pledged to sign the mea¬ 
sure. 

More than 30 states and the 
U.S. Congress ban same-sex mar¬ 
riage and refuse to recognize such 
marriages performed elsewhere; 
California voters, of course, earli¬ 
er this month overwhelmingly ap¬ 
proved Proposition 22 that states 
only marriage between a man and 
-a.wQmap,be. recognized in 
the state and the West Virginia 
Legislature is expected to take up 
a similar measure shortly. 

Vermont’s only openly gay leg¬ 
islative member, Representative 
William Lippert, 50, a Democrat, 
hailed the new measure, calling it 
“thrilling” and added that “I think 
it can serve as a model for other 
states.” Lipper, thrilled and opti¬ 
mistic as he may be, however, will 
likely be waiting, along with the 
rest of us, for some time before we 
see such sweeping legislation 
passed in other states. For now, 
however, Vermont, a mostly rural 
state of only 600,000 people, cer¬ 
tainly appears to have led the way 
for equal rights for gays and les¬ 
bians elsewhere. The Democratic- 
controlled Vermont Legislature 
and its Democratic governor de¬ 
serve the congratulations and 
thanks from fair-minded citizens 
across the country, gay and het¬ 
erosexual alike. The Vermont leg¬ 
islators stopped short of actually 
calling its new legislation gay 
marriage - indeed, they specified 
that the term “marriage” still can 
be only between a man and a 
woman - but civil unions should 
work just fine. 

Presidential politics 

Is America really ready for 
eight long months of Al Gore and 
George W. Bush? There are four 
months to go before the Republi¬ 
cans even get down to holding 
their national convention in 
Philadelphia, and five before the 
Democrats convene, and both the 
Gore and Bush camps have al¬ 
ready started the on-the-air attack 
and counter-attack ads. Beginning 
to wonder if this Super Tuesday 
thing in early March (that chose 
both parties’ nominees) was such 
a good idea? 

And with the major party 
nominees already decided, early 
attention is inevitability given to 


talk of running mates - two of the 
latest Democratic names are San 
Francisco Representative Nancy 
Pelosi and Florida Senator Bob 
Graham (among many others, to 
be sure). Pelosi would only have a 
chance if Bush picks a woman at 
the July GOP convention, and 
even then she’d have to edge out 
others like Senator Dianne Fein- 
stein and Maryland Lieutenant 
Governor Kathleen 

Kennedy Townsend. 
Florida’s Graham, 
however, makes sense 
in that it would give 
Gore a real chance of 
carrying a state that 
is headed by George 
Bush’s brother, Gover¬ 
nor Jeb Bush, 
and his GOP 
organization. 
Graham is a 
proven vote-getter in that state 
and is thought to be as popular, if 
not more so, than Jeb Bush. 

The Center for Public Integrity 
reported last week that 60 of the 
131 overnight guests at George W. 
Bush’s official governor’s residence 
in Austin together had raised $2.2 
million for his presidential bid. 
Bush, naturally, claims they were 
“friends and relatives.”

They will never admit it, but 
with the top statewide elected Re¬ 
publican, Secretary of State Bill 
Jones, now in the Bush dog 
house (one Jones ally in Sacra¬ 
mento last week called him “polit¬ 
ical dust”), and with the state De¬ 
mocratic Party firmly in control 
of the Legislature and most of the 
statewide offices, and a quick look 
at Gray Davis’s impressive 20- 
point win in 1998, coupled with 
the state’s fastest-growing voting 
group, the Latinos, registering 
something like 70 percent Demo¬ 
crat, and with the state’s voters 
preferring pro-choice candidates, 
look for the Bush presidential 
camp to pretty much write off 
California and its 54 electoral 
votes in November.

It seems Hillary 
Rodham Clinton is the woman 
for Julia Roberts. The actress 
picked the first lady when asked in 
the latest Us magazine to name 
the woman she would have sex 
with if she had to have sex with a 
woman. “Hillary Clinton, ’cause I 
don’t think she’s getting her 
share,” Roberts laughed. “But re¬ 
ally, I don’t know. Sophia Loren 
maybe. Actually, Julie Christie; 
she’s the one.” 

Speaking of Hillary, the U.S. 
Senate candidate from New York 
pretty much covered her political 
ass recently by marching both in 
the alternative St. Patrick’s Day 
parade (the one that does allow 
gay participants) and in NYC’s 
main St. Patrick’s Day parade, 
whose sponsor, the Ancient Order 
of Hibernians, does not allow gays 
in the parade.

Speaking of Burton, 
we owe this guy for blocking 
Davis’s bad move to reappoint the 
anti-gay Republican Jim Nielsen 
to another term as Board of Pris¬ 
ons chair. Nielsen, however, must 
have really loved his job and took 
it seriously; his last official act be¬ 
fore being dumped last week was 
to voluntarily watch the execution 
of Darrell Rich at San Quentin.

Finally, in Medford, Massachu¬ 
setts, Tufts University officials have 
refused a gay student’s request to 
allow coed dorm rooms; Carl 
Sciortino Jr. said that offering 
only same-sex dorm rooms dis¬ 
criminates against gay students, 
creating a sexually charged envi¬ 
ronment in which a gay student 
could fall in love with a roommate.

goes hand-in-hand with these at¬ 
tempts to provide lesbian and gay 
students with a support group. 
“Gay Today: The Military” pre¬ 
sents the story of “Reggie” and 
“Billy,” two airmen whose careers 
ended when their relationship was 
revealed; and Arizona state Repre¬ 
sentative Steve May, currently 
under a “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” 
investigation. “Gay Today: The 
Church” focuses on a lesbian cou¬ 
ple finding acceptance at Fellow¬ 
ship United Methodist and the 
Reverend Dr. Leanne M. Tigert, 
who runs a counseling center to 
support gay Christians. 

The value of this type of pos¬ 
itive placement in a general-au¬ 
dience magazine such as 
Newsweek cannot be un¬ 
derestimated.

Walls talk on HB0 

Providing accurate images of 
lesbian couples and snapshots of 
the climate lesbians have faced 
during the last 40 years, If These 
Walls Could Talk 2 premiered on 
HBO March 4 and has aired re¬ 
peatedly since. The trilogy of sto¬ 
ries, each set in the same house 
but in a different decade with dif¬ 
ferent characters, had an all-star 
cast, was extensively advertised by 
HBO in both mainstream and 
LGBT media, and was the focus of 
a great deal of media attention. 

Part one, set in 1961, stars the 
legendary Vanessa Redgrave as a 
woman who must deal with 
the pain of lesbian invisibility 
so prevalent during 
that time period. When 
her partner of 50 years 
dies, she is not recog¬ 
nized as a family 
member by hospital 
personnel nor her 
partner’s family. As 
was often the case dur¬ 
ing that time, Red¬ 
grave’s character is 
treated as merely a “good friend,” 
and she is denied her rights of vis¬ 
itation and inheritance. 

Part two, set in 1972, has the 
house occupied by four college 
lesbian feminists, played by 
Michelle Williams, Nia Long, 
Natasha Lyonne and Amy Carl¬ 
son. The four women struggle 
with the issue of diversity in the 
lesbian community when it seem¬ 
ingly contradicts their feminist 
values. This conflict ft exemplified 
when Williams’s character meets 
and begins a relationship with 
Chloe Sevigny, a butch lesbian. 
The four roommates have diffi¬ 
culty reconciling their ideology 
when confronted by a woman 
who expresses a masculine gender 
role. The story offers an honest 
look at this debate within the 
community - one that has still 
not been resolved. How these 
women want acceptance as les¬ 
bians, but do not necessarily see 
some women as part of the “les¬ 
bian community” when they do 
not look or act exactly like them, 
is a reminder of how so many is¬ 
sues like this continue today in the 
LGBT community. 

Part three, set in 2000, is the 
story of a lesbian couple, played 
by Sharon Stone and Ellen De- 
Generes, going through the 
process of donor insemination. 
Within this story is one that many 
viewers, regardless of their sexual 
orientation, can identify with - 
the challenges and joys of having a 
child and building a family. Their 
ups and downs, the issues they 
deal with as a couple and their 
clear desire to create a safe and 
loving home for their child is one 
that is rarely told by mainstream 
media. 

Please let HBO know you ap¬ 
preciate this worthy effort that 
avoided sensationalism and was 
instead sensitive and refreshing, 
particularly for a large, general 
viewing audience.

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After Proposition 22

S ince defeat is an orphan, no 
one will claim responsibility 
for our loss on Proposition 
22, the anti-gay-marriage mea¬ 
sure also known as the Knight ini¬ 
tiative, which California voters re¬ 
cently approved by a 23 percent 
margin. Whatever its parentage, 
the loss brings some lessons and a 
silver lining. 

First, we should be more 
honest with voters. The No 
on Knight campaign - 
guided by polling in 
good Clintonesque fash¬ 
ion - tried to divert attention 
from the marriage issue 
by telling voters that 
passage of the initia¬ 
tive would mean the 
loss of all kinds of 
rights for gay couples, including 
domestic-partners benefits, hospi¬ 
tal visitations, and adoptions. 

None of this was true, as anti- 
22 organizers implicitly confessed 
after the loss when they pro¬ 
claimed in a press release that “Cal¬ 
ifornians were voting specifically 
on the definition of civil marriage 
and not whether gays and lesbians 
should be afforded the same rights 
guaranteed to heterosexual cou¬ 
ples.” After months of telling vot¬ 
ers that Proposition 22 was not 
about marriage, they now say it 
was. Voters were never fooled. 

We’ve been here before, haven’t 
we? We argued that a similar 
statewide referendum in Hawaii 
was really about the integrity of 
the state Constitution, or some¬ 
thing like that. We were creamed. 
We used the same diversionary 
strategy in Alaska - with the same 
result. Now, with $6.5 million 
down the drain, we tried it again 
and lost badly a third time. 

Let it be the last time. 

Second, we should save our 
toughest rhetoric for when it real¬ 
ly counts. The No on Knight cam¬ 
paign warned voters that the mea¬ 
sure would lead to anti-gay vio¬ 
lence, but there has been no re¬ 
ported rise in anti-gay crimes as¬ 
sociated with the vote. 

They called the measure “hate¬ 
ful” and “divisive,” as if those words 
alone would numb voters’ minds. 
But the pro-22 campaign was re¬ 
markable for its lack of hatred and 
divisiveness. Supporters of Propo¬ 
sition 22 repeatedly insisted that 
they weren’t anti-gay and that they 
even backed legal rights for gay 


couples. Opponents were left 
grousing that, as one put it, 
“they’re killing us with kindness.” 

The whole campaign was un¬ 
real. One side argued it wasn’t 
about what it was about (gay mar¬ 
riage) and the other argued they 
weren’t what they are (anti-gay). 

Third, from now on we need to 
articulate publicly and 
unashamedly the case for gay mar¬ 
riage. Trying to salvage something 
from the defeat, No on Knight 
organizers claimed voters 
were “educated” about 
gay relationships during 
the campaign. If only that 
were true. Although our 
ads liberally used the word 
“gay,” gay couples were 
invisible. Instead, in 
an especially contro¬ 
versial TV spot, our 
side presented a het¬ 
erosexual man, with his lovely wife 
and children in the background, 
reassuring everybody that most 
folks oppose gay marriage. 

Here’s what we could have 
said: We should be allowed to 
marry. Our relationships are ca¬ 


pable of commitment and love, 
just as straight relationships are. 
Society has a powerful interest in 
encouraging citizens to settle 
down in stable couplings. Cutting 
us off from that deep responsibil¬ 
ity and tradition is cruel. It pre¬ 
serves no one’s marriage, but it 
tells a whole class of citizens to 
live loveless lives. It doesn’t save a 
single child from abuse, but de¬ 
prives many of nurturing, two- 
parent homes. And so on. 

This straightforward approach 
is probably a loser in the short 
run, since polls say most Ameri¬ 
cans oppose gay marriage. 

The kind of people who run 
elections are the kind of people who 
pay slavish attention to such polls. 
Read the post-defeat words of San 
Francisco Supervisor Mark Leno, 
defending the strategy of avoiding 
gay marriage: “As someone who op¬ 
erates in the electoral world, I like 
to fight battles that I can win.” But 
sometimes you have to fight battles 


you’re destined to lose because it’s 
the right thing to do. 

Another No on Knight leader 
said bluntly of gay marriage: 
“We’re not going to fight that bat¬ 
tle.” And so we didn’t, did we? 

Political strategists would 
rather win than be right. They’d 
rather lie than lose. But you’re 
usually better off losing on the 
truth than winning on a lie be¬ 
cause people respect you more in 
the long run. Besides, when it 
comes to marriage, we’ve been 
lying and losing. 

That leads to the Final lesson, 
and the silver lining, from this de¬ 
feat: Americans are moving far¬ 
ther and faster on gay equality 
than we thought. The Proposition 
22 experience provides two mark¬ 
ers of this cultural change. 

The first is that anti-gay orga¬ 
nizers calculated it would backfire 
to run an explicitly anti-gay cam¬ 
paign. California voters, more than 
85 percent of whom say they know 
someone gay, would have been dis¬ 
gusted by a return to the nasty ho¬ 
mophobia of past ballot fights. So 
pro-22 organizers declared (disin¬ 


genuously, to be sure) their sup¬ 
port for tolerance and equality. In 
order to hold their ground on 
marriage, the last redoubt of het¬ 
erosexual privilege, they had to 
cede almost everything elsei. 

The second marker of cultural 
change is more important. Even 
though they never heard a single 
syllable in defense of gay marriage, 
four of every 10 voters walked into 
the polling place, read a simple 
initiative limiting marriage to “one 
man and one woman,” and sound¬ 
ly rejected it. Even a decade ago, 
such a result would have been un¬ 
thinkable. It’s another reason we 
should give honesty a chance: it 
will eventually work. 

Voters seem less afraid of gay 
marriage than we are. Maybe we 
need to catch up to them. ▼

Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, read the leaflet each time you 
renew your prescription, just in case anything has changed. Remember, this leaflet does not take the 
place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you 
start taking your medication and at regular checkups. You should remain under a doctor’s care when 
using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

What is CRIXIVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human Immunodeficiency Virus). 
HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type of HIV 
drug called a protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting 
illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of HIV in your body (called “viral 
load") and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called AZT), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or 
d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV drugs. Talk with your doctor about how you should 
take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in children and adolescents 
have not been established. 

How should I take CRIXIVAN? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1 Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue taking CRIXIVAN unless your 
doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from the very 
start. To help make sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take “drug holidays". 
If you don't take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced (due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may be easier 
to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. If you have questions about when 
to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care provider can help you decide what schedule 
works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 hours, take your missed dose immediately. 
Then take your next dose at the regularly scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed 
dose of CRIXIVAN at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such as skim or non-fat milk, 
juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least one hour before or two 
hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a light meal. Examples of light meals include: 

dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with skimor non-fat milk and sugar if you want) ‘ 
corn flakes with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, fat, and protein 
(for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods can 
interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquids (preferably water) throughout 
the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. Having enough fluids in your body should 
help reduce the chances of forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you 
develop kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does CRIXIVAN cure HIV or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may stHI develop infections or other conditions 
associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for you to remain under the care of a doctor. Although 
CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting illnesses, includ¬ 
ing death, associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 


Can CRIXIVAN be taken with other medications?** 

Drugs you should not take with CRIXIVAN: 

SELDANE® (terfenadine) HISMANAL® (astemizole) 

VERSED® (midazolam) HALCION® (triazolam) 

PROPULSID® (cisapride) Ergot medications (e.g., Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

Taking CRIXIVAN with the above medications could result in serious or life-threatening problems (such as 
irregular heartbeat or excessive sleepiness). 

In addition, you should not take CRIXIVAN with rifampin, known as RIFADIN®, RIFAMATE®, RIFATER®, 
or RIMACTANE®.

NIZORAL® (ketoconazole) — If you take CRIXIVAN with NIZORAL®, your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
RESCRIPTOR ® (delavirdine)—If you take CRIXIVAN with RESCRIPTOR 1 ! your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
SPORANOX® (itraconazole)—If you take CRIXIVAN with SPORANOX®, your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
SUSTIVA™ (efavirenz)—If you take CRIXIVAN with SUSTIVA’”, your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 

Talk to your doctor about any medications you are taking. 


What are the possible side effects of CRIXIVAN? 

Like all prescription drugs. CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a complete list of 
side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with other anti-HIV drugs. Dp not rely on this 
leaflet alone for information about side effects. Your doctor can discuss with you a more complete list of side 
effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these patients this led to 
more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or inflammation of the kidneys. Drinking at 
least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably water) each day should help reduce the chances of 
forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle 
to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells (hemolytic anemia) which 
in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and death. Some patients 
had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 
Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) baveoccurredm patents taking protease. inhiBHori In some 
of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused by poorly controlled blood Sugar. Some 
patients had diabetes before starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients required adjustments 
to their diabetes medication. Others needed new diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Severe muscle pain and weakness have occurred in patients taking protease inhibitors, including CRIXIVAN, 
together with some of the cholesterol-lowering medicines called “statins." Call your doctor if you develop severe 
muscle pain or weakness. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking protease inhibitors. These changes may include 
increased amount of fat in the upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the trunk. Loss of 
fat from the legs and arms may also happen. The cause and long term health effects of these conditions are 
not known at this time. 

Clinical Studies 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in approximately 10% of 
patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with liver problems. However, on rare occasions, a person 
may develop yellowing of the skin and/or eyes. 


Does CRIXIVAN reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood 
contamination. 

Who should not take CRIXIVA N? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any of its components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with mv doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do not yet know how 
CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 

Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

■ High cholesterol and you are taking cholesterol-lowering medicines called “statins”. 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including non-prescription medicines. 


Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain, fatigue or weakness, flank pain, 
feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss of appetite, dry mouth, back pain, headache, 
trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, rash, upper respiratory infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely. 

Marketing Experience 

Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN has been marketed include: 
allergic reactions; severe skin reactions; yellowing of the skin and/or eyes; 
heart problems including heart attack; abdominal swelling; indigestion; 
inflammation of the kidneys; inflammation of the pancreas; joint pain; 
depression; itching; hives; change in skin color; hair loss; ingrown toenails 
with or without infection; crystals in the urine; painful urination; and 
numbness of the mouth. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual symptoms. 

If the condition persists or worsens, seek medical attention. 

How should I store CRIXIVAN capsules? 

m Keep CRIXIVAN capsules in the bottle they came in and at room 
temperature (59°-86°F). 

■ Keep CRIXIVAN capsules dry by leaving the small desiccant "pillow” 
in the bottle. Keep the bottle closed.

Please read this leaflet before you start taking PROPECIA. Also, read the information included with PROPECIA each time you 
renew your prescription, just in case anything has changed. Remember, this leaflet does not take the place of careful discussions with 
your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss PROPECIA when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 

What is PROPECIA used for? 

PROPECIA is used for the treatment of male pattern hair loss on the vertex and the anterior mid-scalp area. 

PROPECIA is for use by MEN ONLY and should NOT be used by women or children. 

What is male pattern hair loss? 

Male pattern hair loss is a common condition in which men experience thinning of the hair on the scalp. Often, this results 
in a receding hairline and/or balding on the top of the head. These changes typically begin gradually in men in their 20s. 
Doctors believe male pattern hair loss is due to heredity and is dependent on hormonal effects. Doctors refer to this type of 
hair loss as androgenetic alopecia. 

Results of clinical studies. 

For 12 months, doctors studied over 1800 men aged 18 to 41 with mild to moderate amounts of ongoing hair loss. 

All men, whether receiving PROPECIA or placebo (a pill containing no medication) were given a medicated shampoo 
(Neutrogena T/GeP*** Shampoo). Of these men, approximately 1200 with hair loss at the top of the head were studied for 
an additional 12 months. In general, men who took PROPECIA maintained or increased the number of visible scalp hairs 
and noticed improvement in their hair in the first year, with the effect maintained in the second year. Hair counts in men 
who did not take PROPECIA continued to decrease. 

In one study, patients were questioned on the growth of body hair. PROPECIA did not appearto affect hair in places otherthan 
the scalp. 

Will PROPECIA work for me? 

For most men, PROPECIA increases the number of scalp hairs, helping to fill in thin or balding areas of the scalp. Men 
taking PROPECIA noted a slowing of hair loss during two years of use. Although results will vary, generally you will not 
be able to grow back all of the hair you have lost There is not sufficient evidence that PROPECIA works in the treatment 
of receding hairline in the temporal area on both sides of the head. 

Male pattern hair loss occurs gradually overtime. On average, healthy hair grows only about half an inch each month. 
Therefore, it will take time to see any effect. 

You may need to take PROPECIA daily for three months or more before you see a benefit from taking PROPECIA. 
PROPECIA can only work over the long term if you continue taking it. If the drug has not worked for you in twelve months, 
further treatment is unlikely to be of benefit. If you stop taking PROPECIA, you will likely lose the hair you have gained 
within 12 months of stopping treatment. You should discuss this with your doctor. 

How should I take PROPECIA? 

Follow your doctor's instructions. 

■ Take one tablet by mouth each day. 

■ You may take PROPECIA with or without food. 

■ If you forget to take PROPECIA, do not take an extra tablet. Just take the next tablet as usual. 

PROPECIA will not work faster or better if you take it more than once a day. 



Who should Nfll take PROPECIA? 

■ PROPECIA is for the treatment of male pattern hair loss in MEN ONLY and should not be taken by women or children. 

■ Anyone allergic to any of the ingredients. 

A warning about PROPECIA and pregnancy. 

■ Women who are or may potentially be pregnant: 

- must not use PROPECIA 

- should not handle crushed or broken tablets of PROPECIA. 

If a woman who is pregnant with a male baby absorbs the active ingredient in PROPECIA. either by swallowing or through 
the skin, it may cause abnormalities of a male baby's sex organs. If a woman who is pregnant comes into contact with the 
active ingredient in PROPECIA, a doctor should be consulted. PROPECIA tablets are coated and will prevent contact with 
the active ingredient during normal handling, provided that the tablets are not broken or crushed. 

What are the possible side effects of PROPECIA? 

Like all prescription products, PROPECIA may cause side effects. In clinical studies, side effects from PROPECIA were 
uncommon and did not affect most men. A small number of men experienced certain sexual side effects. These men 
reported one or more of the following: less desire for sex; difficulty in achieving an erection; and, a decrease in the amount 
of semen. Each of these side effects occurred in less than 2% of men. These side effects went away in men who stopped 
taking PROPECIA. They also disappeared in most men who continued taking PROPECIA. 

In general use, the following have been reported infrequently: allergic reactions including rash, 

itching, hives and swelling of the lips and face; problems with ejaculation; breast tenderness and enlargement; and 

testicular pain. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual side effects. 

■ PROPECIA can affect a blood test called PSA (Prostate-Specific Antigen) for the screening of prostate cancer. If 
you have a PSA test done, you should tell your doctor that you are taking PROPECIA. 

Storage and handling. 

Keep PROPECIA in the original container and keep the container closed. Store it in a dry place at room temperature. 

PROPECIA tablets are coated and will prevent contact with the active ingredient during normal handling, 
provided that the tablets are not broken or crushed. 

Do not give your PROPECIA tablets to anyone else. It has been prescribed only for you. Keep PROPECIA and all 
medications out of the reach of children.

that worked on AIDS social jus¬ 
tice issues under the name ACT 
UP/San Francisco became de¬ 
funct in 1994,” wrote Sharp, “and 
the individuals currently using 
that name have no affiliation or 
working relationship with other 
ACT UP chapters.” 

Sharp’s article, entitled, “10 
Years on the Front Lines of an 
Epidemic; 10 Reasons to Carry 
On,” was written on behalf of the 
ACT UP/Golden Gate Writers 
Pool, which has published a bi¬ 
weekly column on treatment is¬ 
sues in the B.A.R. since 1995. [See 
the new Survive AIDS column on 
page 20, for an open letter to the 
community. ] 

“Larry Kramer said that he 
wished we wouldn’t drop the name, 
but that he understood our reason¬ 
ing,” said Jeff Getty, a longtime 
AIDS survivor and co-founder of 
Survive AIDS, adding that although 
Kramer had consciously decided 
not to copyright the ACT UP name, 
“He now wishes he had. You can 
quote me on that.” 

“The AIDS dissidents have 
fairly well hijacked the name,” 
Getty said, “and it has gotten to 
the point where people are con¬ 
fused about which is which.” 

Beginning on March 28, Sur¬ 
vive AIDS will hold public meet¬ 
ings on the second and fourth 
Tuesday of each month at 7:30 p.m. 
at their office at 592B Castro Street. 

The group, which has seen its 
active membership dwindle in re¬ 
cent years, as many of the original 
members have died, and - more 
recently - as some activists have 
gone off disability and returned to 
work, also plans to develop a more 
national focus to its work, while 
continuing to work towards the 
development and availability of 
safer and more effective therapies. 

According to treasurer Rick 
Solomon, most of ACT UP/Gold¬ 
en Gate’s $83,000 income in 1999 
came from Under One Roof, the 
retailer on Castro Street that rais¬ 
es money for nonprofit AIDS or¬ 


ganizations through the sale of 
merchandise. ACT UP/Golden 
Gate is staffed entirely by volun¬ 
teers, and does not accept contri¬ 
butions from drug companies or 
government agencies. 

“We’re the 6nly ACT UP that is 


a 501 (c)3,” added Wilson, referring 
to the nonprofit tax-exempt status 
granted to charitable and educa¬ 
tional organizations by the Inter¬ 
nal Revenue Service, which allows 
contributors to deduct donations 
on their federal tax returns. 

By contrast, the unincorporat¬ 
ed group using the name ACT 
UP/San Francisco brought in 
about $1,666,000 in its last fiscal 
year, which ended in August 1999. 
With a staff of about 10 contract 
employees, each paid $15 an hour, 
the group raises its funds from 
sales of medical marijuana from 
its storefront operation on Mar¬ 
ket Street. 

Concerned with the group’s 
continuing campaign to dissuade 
people from being tested for HIV, 
or being treated for the disease, 
Survive AIDS members said they 
are considering calling a boycott 
of ACT UP/San Francisco’s mari¬ 
juana club. 

“They put up leaflets trying to 
dissuade people from taking pro¬ 
phylaxis and from monitoring,” 
exclaimed Wilson, referring to 
ACT UP/San Francisco. “People 
are still dying of PCP in this city!” 

“People talk about denial,” re¬ 
marked Getty. “Now we have the 
purveyors of denial.” 

Like Kramer, Getty, Wilson, 
and others, Dr. Michelle Roland, 
a pre-med student when she was 
a co-founder of ACT UP/Golden 
Gate, and now a physician at San 
Francisco General Hospital’s 
HIV/AIDS clinic, expressed 


mixed feelings about the group’s 
name change. 

“My gut reaction is two-fold: I 
don’t see the need for the direct 
action that there once was,” said 
Roland, who has been the target 
of ona ACT UP/San Francisco 


protest. “But on the other hand, 
ACT UP nationally has a role, and 
if San Francisco is left with only 
one chapter, how could people 
ever even begin to understand the 
difference?

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Lawyer cancels Rosenkrantz hearing

A Los Angles County Superior 
Court judge had ordered the 
hearing two months ago with the 
stipulation the Board of Prison 
Terms find Rosenkrantz suitable 
for parole and grant him a parole 
date. 

On March 15, at the request of 
Rosenkrantz’s lawyer, Rowan 
Klein, the hearing was canceled. 
Klein told the Bay Area Reporter 
he was concerned the hearing 
would become “too politicized” 
and believed it would be more ex¬ 
pedient to take the matter direct¬ 
ly to court. 

A Los Angeles County Superi¬ 
or Court judge first ordered 
Rosenkrantz released one year ago 
but the order was blocked by 
Davis, who has vowed to stop the 
parole of all convicted killers. 

Next month, in a hearing be¬ 
fore the Court of Appeals in Los 
Angeles, Klein will challenge 
Davis’s authority to defy the Los 
Angeles County Superior Court’s 
March 1999 order. If the Court of 
Appeals decides to overturn the 
governor’s decision, Rosenkrantz 
could be paroled in January 2001. 

In a letter to the B.A.R., 
Rosenkrantz wrote he agreed with 
Klein’s strategy to bypass the pa¬ 
role hearing, avoiding the BPT, 
whose members are appointed by 
Davis. “The new hearing would 
give BPT the opportunity to pull 
more dirty tricks,” wrote 
Rosenkrantz. 

Rosenkrantz now 32, was 18 
when he shot his former school¬ 
mate, Steve Redman. Days earlier, 
on the night of his high school 
graduation, Redman called 
Rosenkrantz a “fucking faggot,” 
beat him with a flashlight, broke 
his nose, and shot him with a stun 
gun. Redman continued his attack 
by outing Rosenkrantz to his fa¬ 
ther who threw his son out of the 
house. Rosenkrantz testified he 
was living out of his car and had 
become despondent when he ap¬ 
proached Redman and demanded 


he retract bis outing. Redman re¬ 
fused. The two argued and 
Rosenkrantz opened fire with an 
Uzi, killing Redman. Rosenkrantz 
eventually turned himself in. He 
was convicted of second-degree 
murder and sentenced to 17- 
years-to-life in state prison. 

By all accounts, Rosenkrantz 
has been a model inmate and has 
earned a college degree while in 


prison. Because of his advanced 
computer skills, Rosenkrantz has 
received numerous job offers. He 
told the B.A.R. he would like to 
move to San Francisco when he’s 
released. 

Rosenkrantz has received 
widespread support, from crimi¬ 
nal justice officials to Redman’s 
grandmother. Two Northern Cal¬ 
ifornia lawmakers, Assembly¬ 


woman Carole Migden (D-San 
Francisco) and state Senator John 
Vasconcellos (D-Santa Clara), 
have lobbied the governor on 
Rosenkrantz’s behalf to no avail. 

Davis has come under fire by 
prisoners’ rights groups and oth¬ 
ers. They accuse the governor of 
turning the parole system into a 
farce by blocking the parole of in¬ 
mates without considering the in¬ 


dividual merits of each case. 

Davis has refused to answer 
questions from the media about 
the case. T

T hings may be starting to 
look a little more hopeful 
for homeless young adults 
in San Francisco. 

Today (Thursday, March 23), 
Larkin Street Youth Services will 
hold its grand opening celebra¬ 
tion for the Lark-Inn for Youth, a 
new 40-bed, 6,000 square foot 
shelter providing “emergency and 
interim housing” for homeless 
people between the ages of 18 and 
24. The shelter is expected to open 
to clients next week. 

The San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Human Services con¬ 
tributed over half of the $1 mil¬ 
lion it cost to remodel and refur¬ 
bish the facility, with the remain¬ 
der coming from private founda¬ 
tions, corporations, and individ¬ 
uals. It is the city’s first full-service 
emergency shelter for older youth, 
and will serve as the point of ac¬ 
cess for the 15-year-old Larkin 
agency’s many other programs. 

Located at 869 Ellis Street be¬ 
tween Polk and Van Ness streets, 
the two-story Lark-Inn is at the in¬ 
tersection of the Tenderloin and 
Polk districts, both areas where 
many homeless youth hang out. 

Unlike the recently opened 
temporary 10-bed shelter for the 
Castro’s youth at the Golden Gate 
Metropolitan Community 
Church in Noe Valley, the Lark- 
Inn was designed to serve all 
homeless young adults, rather 
than specifically targeting lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, transgender, queer, 
or questioning youth. 

Of the approximately 3,000 
youth between the ages of 12 and 24 
who are^erved by LSYS each year at 
the nonprofit organization’s seven 
other service sites located in the 
Tenderloin/Polk and Haight areas of 
San Francisco, about a third self- 
identify as LGBTQQ, according to 
LSYS Executive Director Anne Stan¬ 
ton, and she anticipated that there 
would be a comparable proportion 
of queer youth staying at Lark-Inn. 


Also unlike MCC’s temporary 
shelter, youth will have 24-hour 
access to Lark-Inn, and will not be 
required to sign a contract in 
order to use the facility. 

Clients will, however, be asked 
to stay for periods ranging from 
20 days to four months, so that 
they will have the opportunity to 
utilize Larkin’s continuum of ser¬ 
vices, including career counseling, 
GED and ESL tutoring, basic life 
skills training, housing advocacy, 
health counseling and education, 
HIV testing, and mental health 
and substance abuse treatment 
and referrals. LSYS has an annual 
budget of about $6 million. 

And with 40 beds, a kitchen 
and dining area, laundry facilities, 
a computer lab, several bath¬ 
rooms, and even a kennel for pets, 
it is a much larger facility. More¬ 
over, there are several separate 
dormitory areas with two or more 
bunks, which may be utilized by 
queer kids, or any others with 
“special needs.” 

“Lark-Inn is intended to help 
youth stabilize and is intricately 
connected to our employment 
programs,” said Stanton. 

“We want young people who 
are motivated to take control of 
their lives,” Stanton said. “Seventy 


percent of these young people 
come from abusive and neglectful 
backgrounds, and can’t go home.” 

Young people over the age of 
18 are “aged out” of foster home 
programs and other services avail¬ 
able to minors, including an LSYS 
shelter for minors, and Lark-Inn is 
intended to fill that gap. 

“The bottom line,” noted Stan¬ 
ton, “is how do you work and be¬ 
come self-sufficient if you have no 
place to sleep?” 

As has been the case in the 
Castro, Noe Valley and other 
neighborhoods in the city, neigh¬ 
bors of the shelter were “initially 
pretty opposed” to the Lark-Inn 
during the planning and remod¬ 
eling stages, according to Stanton. 

“It’s an ongoing process,” Stan¬ 
ton said. “It’s a continuing rela¬ 
tionship on both of our parts: our 
showing good faith in addressing 
their concerns, and them feeling 
like there’s a place for them tp be 
heard. And now with the opening, 
it enters a whole new phase. 

“Overall, we are thrilled with 
the community support this pro¬ 
ject has gotten,” she added. T

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South Africa officials 
question cause of AIDS

(j% outh Africa, a country with 
the fastest growing number 
of HIV-positive cases (esti¬ 
mated at 1,600 a day), has 
shocked many scientists and other 
concerned people by questioning 
the cause of AIDS. 

It is hard to believe, but South 
African President Thabo Mbeki 
recently called David Resnick, a 
San-Francisco-based microbiolo¬ 
gist, already discredited among 
many in the scientific communi¬ 
ty for upholding a dissident view 
of AIDS. 

Resnick, Peter Duesberg and a 
few others are reportedly claiming 
that there is no scientific proof 
that the HIV virus causes AIDS, 
and that many people in Africa 
and other underdeveloped coun¬ 
tries are in fact dying because of 
malnutrition and a lack of sanita¬ 
tion. Finally, these scientists are 
warning people not to use anti- 
HIV drugs as they are harmful 
and may lead to AIDS. 

At first, it seems that Mbeki 
sent a few written questions to 
Resnick and later personally tele¬ 
phoned him. The two apparently 
spent about 10 minutes in deep 
conversation, alarming both local 
and world scientists, and - under¬ 
standably - many AIDS activists. 

Raising doubts about the cause 
of AIDS and, in effect, calling for 
a reappraisal of the link between 
HIV and AIDS as some high gov¬ 
ern menf offidhte'hr South Africa* 
have done, has resulted in a sharp 
rebuke from leading South 
African and international scien¬ 
tists. Their concern is all the more 
greater as the 13th International 
AIDS Conference is scheduled to 
be held in Durban, South Africa, 
this July. 

“HIV was discovered in 1983, 
17 years ago ... we have accumu¬ 
lated so much evidence of the link 
with AIDS - it is nonsense to try 
to separate the virus and the dis¬ 
ease,” said the HIV discoverer and 
co-discoverer of AIDS, Professor 
Francoise Barre-Sinoussi. 

“Certainly, people are not 
killed by the virus itself. But there 
is no doubt that HIV initiates the 
process of immune deficiency,” 
according to Barre-Sinoussi of the 
French Pasteur Institute. She was 
speaking to the press in Johannes¬ 
burg where many leading re¬ 
searchers have gathered to discuss 
the agenda for the upcoming 
AIDS conference. 

Dr. Helene Gayle, a director 
with the U.S. Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention in At¬ 
lanta, was also baffled by the calls 
of some South African politicians 
and doctors for a “re-examina-

tion” of the causes of AIDS. 

She found “no merit in ques¬ 
tioning conventional wisdom” 
and warned that “this virus moves 
quickly - the damage in pro¬ 
longed questioning and debating 
issues that have long ago been dis¬ 
cussed and refuted is enormous.” 

“It’s a national scandal,” the 
president of the Medical Research 
Council of South Africa, Malega- 
puru Makgoba, said of Mbeki’s 
phone call to Resnick. Makgoba 
attacked the AIDS dissidents, call¬ 
ing them “failures in their own 
countries” and warning that 
South Africa is becoming “fertile 
ground for pseudo-science.” 

Describing Mbekis questions 
as “trivial” and mind-boggling, 


York, as saying that “Mbeki has 
given lifeblood to a dead cause.” In 
a telephone interview, Moore said 
that he was “flabbergasted” and 
that the matter would be brought 
to the attention of “very serious 
levels in the US government ... 
because [Mbeki] needs to get 
proper advice, from his peers. 

“To see these questions [the 
link between HIV and AIDS] 
resurging in a country where the 
AIDS problem is so much more 
serious [than in the U.S.] is 
shocking and frightening; and to 
see the president of a nation tak¬ 
ing this seriously is a very shock¬ 
ing thing,” warned Moore. 

He compared the calls for a 
“re-examination” of what causes

Makgoba was quoted in the influ¬ 
ential South African weekly, the 
Sunday Independent, as saying 
that the issue - what causes AIDS 
- has become “political rather 
than scientific.” 

He warned that, “if politicians 
are seeking consensus among sci¬ 
entists, that’s the wrong approach. 
One of the things that distin¬ 
guishes politics from science is 
that in science we never seek con¬ 
sensus ... in science you are either 
ri^ht'br wroiig.”'‘ ' 

Makgoba reminded the media 
that in September 1995, the U.S. 
National Institutes of Health pub¬ 
lished a 61-page document refut¬ 
ing the dissident theories point by 
point. 

The Sunday Independent also 
quoted U.S. researcher, Dr. John 
Moore of the Aaron Diamond 
AIDS Research Center in New 


AIDS as “tantamount to Holo¬ 
caust denial because the implica¬ 
tions are so serious ... You should 
not try to steer government poli¬ 
cy on a path that could lead to the 
genocide of a nation.” 

When asked by a journalist 
about Mbekis “democratic right” 
to seek further information, 
Moore responded, “It’s the South 
African government’s right to 
reinvent the wheel if they want, 
but these debates have been held 
and'settled in America £nd Ell- 
rope 10 years ago.” 

Dr. Ruth Nduati, a pediatrician 
at the University of Nairobi, the 
capital of Kenya, described 
Mbeki’s actions as “unfortunate.” 

“It’s taking us backwards, and 
it is our worry that such discus¬ 
sions may unravel our significant 
gains in terms of managing the

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What’s in a name change?

The former ACT UP/Golden 
Gate HIV treatment and perspec¬ 
tive column will now be called the 
Survive AIDS HIV perspective. We 
hope our readers will continue to 
follow the news and developments 
in HIV research and also provide us 
with feedback and letters to the ed¬ 
itor. The reason we have changed 
our name and the name of the col¬ 
umn follows in a letter to the com¬ 
munity. 

O n February 29, the member¬ 
ship of ACT UP/Golden 
Gate voted to change its 
name to “Survive AIDS!” We are 
changing our name to put an end 
to the continuing confusion in the 
community between ACT 
UP/Golden Gate and a group of 
people using the name “ACT 
UP/San Francisco.” 

We feel that we owe the com¬ 
munity that has supported us 
over the years an explanation for 
why we are changing our name. 
The decision to change our name 
was difficult and has been dis¬ 
cussed internally for over a year. 
On one side were people who felt 
an affiliation with the name ACT 
UP, what it stands for, and its long 
list of accomplishments. Others 
felt we were spending too much 
time and energy explaining to the 
media, physicians, and the com¬ 
munity which ACT UP chapter 
we were. In the end we all agreed 
that we wanted to spend our time 
and energy fighting to save and 
improve survival of people with 
AIDS/HIV. 

• ~ Sonfe background history is 
important to set the context for 
this decision. ACT UP (AIDS 
Coalition to Unleash Power) 
began in 1987 in New York City 
and was the foundation of the 
AIDS direct action movement. 
ACT UP was the catalyst for 
changing the way the public, the 
medical establishment, and the 
government responded to the 



AIDS crisis. Never before has 
there been a patients’ rights and 
advocacy group that has had such 
a tangible impact on society 
through direct action and civil 
disobedience. 

In San Francisco, ACT 
UP/Golden Gate split from the 
original ACT UP San Francisco 
in 1990. ACT UP/Golden Gate 
concentrated on issues involving 
treatment and treatment access 
while ACT UP/San Francisco fo¬ 
cused on broader social issues 
involving public policy and pol¬ 
itics. Over the next several years 
the two ACT UP chapters 
worked separately and together 
on local and national AIDS is¬ 
sues. 

Over time ACT 
UP/San Francisco 
became controlled 
by individuals who 
had a different philos¬ 
ophy concerning AIDS 
treatment. This in itself 
was not a problem. The 
problem was that 
anyone who dis¬ 
agreed with 
them on this one 
issue was shouted down, intimi¬ 
dated, and driven out of the 
group. Longtime members, seeing 
the original ACT UP mission and 
philosophy destroyed, were forced 
out of the group in disgust. 

This new ACT UP/San Fran¬ 
cisco chapter harassed and stalked 
members of the AIDS communi¬ 
ty who disagreed with them about 
AIDS treatment strategy, first lo¬ 
cally, then at national AIDS 
events. As time went on their tac¬ 
tics became more violent, cumu¬ 
lating in physical assaults, which 
runs counter to the ACT tJP phi¬ 
losophy of non-violent civil dis¬ 
obedience. 

At present, ACT UP/San Fran¬ 
cisco has aligned itself with 
groups that believe that HIV does 
not cause AIDS and that it is the 
use of anti-HIV medications 
which make people get sick and 
die. Those of us who are taking 
these drugs can accept that the 
drugs may not work for everyone, 
that we often experience negative 
side effects, and that the long term 
consequences of taking the drugs 
are unknown. But the reality is 
that many of us would have died a 
long time ago without anti-HIV 
therapy and prophylaxis medica¬ 
tions. HIV would eventually win 
the battle. 

Because of our belief about 
HIV and treatment, ACT 
UP/Golden Gate has continued 
our work to improve the survival 
of people with AIDS. Some of our

accomplishments over the last few 
years include: 

• Negotiated price reductions 
from pharmaceutical companies 
for a number of AIDS related 
drugs. 

• Forced pharmaceutical com¬ 
panies to provide new AIDS drugs 
on a compassionate basis to peo¬ 
ple who did not qualify for drug 
trials but had run out of other 
treatment options. 

• Participated in local and na¬ 
tional community advisory 
boards to ensure drug trials were 
conducted in ways that benefited 
participants and were not waste¬ 
ful. 

• Worked with other organiza¬ 
tions in San Francisco to force 

AIDS nonprofits to be more 
accountable to the citizens 
of the city. 

• Forced Kaiser Per- 
manente to accept HIV 
disease as a specialty 
that requires unique di¬ 
agnostic viral load tests, 
and initiate a 
HIV patient ad¬ 
visory board. 

• Worked with 
city housing groups to halt owner 
move-in evictions of the elderly, 
disabled, and people with AIDS. 

• Worked with other AIDS or¬ 
ganizations to get the government 
and pharmaceutical companies to 
study the side effects of current 
AIDS treatments. 

• Obtained $1 million in state 
funds for UCSF to study organ 
transplantation in HIV-positive 
people. Prior to this, the surgeons 
at UCSF routinely denied life-sav¬ 
ing transplant procedures to any¬ 
one who was HIV-positive. 

• Wrote a regular column fan 
the Bay Area Reporter to keep the 
community informed about cur¬ 
rent issues regarding HIV/AIDS. 

We continue to work on most 
of the things listed above. New 
projects we are working on in¬ 
clude: 

• Helping to ensure that people 
who are experimenting with 
treatment interruption are doing 
so safely and that we collect as 
much useful data as we can. 

• HIV/hepatitis C co-infection. 

• Continuing to monitor HIV 
clinical trials through various 
local and national community ad¬ 
visory groups. 

• Serving as a watchdog for 
new HIV therapies in the 
pipeline, including new targets for 
antiviral therapy as well as im¬ 
mune-based therapies and 
modalities. 

• Advocating for people with 
AIDS needing treatment educa¬ 
tion, access, and advice. 

• Continuing to monitor the 
demise of managed health care, 
and make sure funding is avail¬ 
able to keep our health standards 
at the high level we have demand¬ 
ed over the years. 

We will also mobilize people 
with AIDS to organize direct ac¬ 
tion as necessary. 

Most social movements evolve 
over time, and the AIDS move¬ 
ment has been through similar, if 
not more dramatic transforma¬ 
tions. And now, since the AIDS 
crisis is not over, we will strive to 
continue our important work 
without the confusion over the 
name. We invite all interested ad¬ 
vocates to help us carry on our 
new mission to help people sur¬ 
vive with HIV until there is a 
cure.

disease.” She concluded that, 
“there is no doubt in my mind 
that HIV causes AIDS.” 

The head of the AIDS unit at 
the National Institute for Virolo¬ 
gy of South Africa, Lynn Morris, 
commented that “there is no de¬ 
bate amongst scientists that HIV 
causes AIDS. This debate is being 
generated by people on the fringe, 
in the lay press, and not by people 
who are actively involved in HIV 
research.” 

The South African media have 
also published an e-mail sent by 
Dr. Art Amman, a pediatrician 
and head of the US-based Global 
Strategies for HIV Prevention, to 
his international colleagues this 
week: “After reviewing the vol¬ 
umes of communication having 
to do with the Duesberg disciples, 
personally listening in court for 
two days to these individuals, and 
surveying the damage they are in¬ 
voking, I am trying to reach some 
conclusions and think about a ra¬ 
tional approach to limiting their 
future damage and influence.” 

Amman called on the scientif¬ 
ic community to publish “a de¬ 
nunciation of these individuals 
and their theories as not credible, 
dangerous, and analogous to 
other pseudo-scientific theories in 
the past which are taken up by 
despots for nefarious intent, such 
as theories of eugenics and racial 
superiority.” 

“I find it curious there has 
been so little objection from black 
African or U.S. leadership about a 
white-dominated movement like 
the Duesberg disciples, which is 
perpetuating a theory that is re¬ 
sulting in the death of so many 
Africans,” Amman stated. 

Some AIDS activists continue 
to express a 'jjiWfound sense of 
dismay at the news that the South 
African government is convening 
an international panel to reap¬ 
praise the scientific evidence that 
the HIV virus leads to AIDS. 

Millions of HIV-positive peo¬ 
ple in South Africa are concerned 
about the present AIDS polemics, 
especially when even top govern¬ 
ment officials are raising doubts 
about AZT and other antiviral 
drugs; claiming that they are 
harmful in fact. 

Mbeki’s government has al¬ 
ready refused to provide free AZT 
to pregnant mothers and rape vic¬ 
tims, claiming that the drugs 
“toxicity could even exacerbate 
the symptoms of AIDS.” 

South African Judge Edwin 
Cameron, who recently declared 
that he was HIV-positive, criticized 
his government’s AIDS policy. 

Addressing the National Con¬ 
ference for People Living with 
Aids in Durban, he said, “We are 
told that funding constraints limit 
the power of the government to 
intervene and assist non-govern¬ 
mental organizations’ efforts. 
How then can it be that public 
funds, allocated to AIDS, are not 
spent?” 

Cameron pointed out that, “it 
was disturbing that 40 million 
rands [more than $8.5 million 
U.S.] of the funds allocated to the 
department of health for spend¬ 
ing on AIDS has not been used.” 

Cameron also attacked Dr. Ian 
Roberts, the special adviser to the 
national minister of health, for 
holding “the brutal and cynical 
view that it is not worth spending 
money on saving babies from 
AIDS because they will soon die 
anyway.” 

Most local and foreign analysts 
agree on one thing though - the 
questions on the cause of AIDS 
need to be settled once and for all 
before the 13th International 
AIDS Conference in Durban. ▼

Is nonoxynol-9 
an HIV risk?

L ubricants containing 
nonoxynol-9 (N-9) may in¬ 
crease the risk of contracting 
HIV and other sexually transmit¬ 
ted diseases when used for anal 
sex. This startling new research 
was presented last Wednesday, 
March 15, at Microbicide 2000, a 
landmark conference sponsored 
by the National Institutes of 
Health near Washington, D.C. 

N-9 is a spermicide used to 
prevent contraception, the only 
one approved for use in the U.S. 
It also has some limited ability to 
kill STDs, including HIV. About 
three-fourths of the lubricants 
sold contain varying amounts of 
N-9. Gay men have snapped it up 
for use in anal sex, despite there 
being no clinical trials showing 
that N-9 is safe and effective for 
use in. the rectum. 

David Phillips, Ph.D., a senior 
scientist with the Population 
Council, uses a mouse model to 
test microbicides. Herpes simplex 
virus (HSV) is lethal to mice, so 
he uses it as the challenge to see if 
a microbicide can kill the HSV 
before it can infect the mouse. 
When used vaginally, N-9 pro¬ 
tects the mouse against infection. 

But when he tried it in the rec¬ 
tum, all of the mice died. And 
they died faster - in four days as 
opposed to the normal seven to 
14 days. He kept reducing the 
amount of virus that he used, to 
levels that would infect only 5 
percent of normal mice with no 
N-9 “protection,” and still they all 
died. What was going on? 

Phillips again applied N-9 to 
the mice and this time, after wait¬ 
ing 10 minutes, he performed a 
lavage or douche, and looked at 
the samples under a microscope. 
He was shocked to see floating 
sheets of epithelial cells, the thin 
line of mucosal tissue that line the 
rectum. 

One biopsy of mouse rectal 
tissue looked like craters of the 
moon under a microscope. There 
were “places where there were 
there was no epithelium at all, just 
connective tissue,” said Phillips. 
“The N-9 had stripped the ep¬ 
ithelial cells off of these animals.” 
He looked again an hour later and 
found that the fast-repairing mu¬ 
cosal tissue of the mouse rectum 
had recovered and looked nor¬ 
mal. 

Same results in 
four humans 

The next step was to look at 
what happened in four human 
volunteers. The lab chose two 
commercially available products, 
Foreplay with 1 percent N-9 and 
KY Plus with 2 percent N-9, as 
well as two different non-toxic 
carrier gels that contained no ac¬ 
tive ingredient. Each of the vol-

unteers tried each of the products 
on successive days, applying a 
normal amount of lube, then 15 
minutes later a lavage, and sent 
the samples off to Phillips. 

“We saw striking differences 
with the N-9, sheets of epithelial 
cells, hundreds of them, in each 
one of the samples,” he said. The 
response was somewhat dose re¬ 
lated, with higher numbers of 
cells shed when using the KY 
Plus, which contains a higher 
concentration of N-9. The human 
rectum seemed to completely re¬ 
pair itself within 10-12 hours. 

“We don’t think this is a defin¬ 
itive study, it is only four subjects, 
although it is very striking that we 
saw the same in all four subjects,” 
Phillips said. “It is very trouble¬ 
some,” stripping off the epitheli¬ 
um “could lead to increased HIV 
transmission.” He called for fur¬ 
ther study of N-9 and other prod¬ 
ucts to determine their effects on 
the rectum. 

“Phillips’s work is really inter¬ 
esting,” said Dr. Kenneth Mayer, 
who attended the session. He is a 
clinical researcher in HIV at 
Brown University and a member 
of the Gay and Lesbian Medical 
Association. But, “it is hard to 
know the clinical significance,” he 
said. 

“I think that there are enough 
concerns raised by the work, and 
anecdotal reports of irritation” 
when using N-9 products for anal 
sex, “that we can’t assume that N- 
9 is good.” 

Mayer urged people to think 
of N-9 as a complement to con¬ 
doms rather than a substitution 
for them. “We don’t want people 
to say, I’m only going to use a mi¬ 
crobicide and never try to have 
protected sex.” He also called for 
further research to better under¬ 
stand what is going on. T

Oscar’s 

greatest goofs 

by Tavo Amador 


M arilyn Monroe, Edward G. 
Robinson, Myrna Loy, Jean 
Harlow, Peter Lorre, Ida 
Lupino, Tallulah Bankhead, and 
Mae West never received any Acade¬ 
my Award nominations. Yet Walter 
Brennan earned four, winning three 
Best Supporting Actor Oscars! 

If you think this year’s omissions 
shocking, relax, because they are part 
of a tradition. The Academy has made 
enough right decisions to keep you in¬ 
terested in the outcome, but hindsight 
proves how flawed the results and 
standards often are. Self-sacrificing 
mothers and soft-hearted hookers get 
an edge. Alcoholism is frequently re¬ 
warded. Death scenes sometimes help. 
A combination almost guarantees vic¬ 
tory. Lionel Barrymore’s 1930-31 Best 
Actor award in A Free Soul came as 
Norma Shearer’s drunken, self-sacri¬ 
ficing father, who dies in court while 
defending her fiance Leslie Howard 
for murdering Clark Gable. Adolphe 
Menjou’s cynical reporter in The Front 
Page was better. Helen Hayes won the 
1931 -32 Best Actress as an unmarried 
mother in The Sin ofMadelon Claudet, 
over Joan Crawford’s ambitious 
stenographer in Grand Hotel, for 
which she wasn’t nominated. 

In 1932-1933, the forgotten Caval¬ 
cade was Best Picture, instead of 
George Cukor’s enduring Little 
Women. Katharine Hepburn won Best 
Actress for her mannered work in 
Morning Glory, rather than her superb 
Jo March. Ironically, Hepburn, who 
holds a record four Best Actress Os¬ 
cars and an unprecedented 12 nomi¬ 
nations in that category, never won 
for her finest performances. (Meryl 
Streep has 12 nominations, but two 
are for Supporting Actress.) 

Controversy marked 1934’s 
awards. Bette Davis’ omission from 
the Best Actress list for Of Human 
Bondage created such an outcry that 
for the only time in Academy history, 
write-ins were allowed in the final vot¬ 
ing. Davis lost to Claudette Colbert for 
It Happened One Night, but won the 
next year for Dangerous, playing an al¬ 
coholic actress. She admitted her vic¬ 
tory was a consolation prize and that 
Hepburn was better in Alice Adams. 

It Happened One Night's sweep 
(Picture, Director Frank Capra, Actor 
Clark Cable, and Actress) was unusu¬ 
al, because comedy rarely gets such 
rewards, as 1936 proves. Best Picture 
was The Great Ziegfeld, a ponderous 
epic starring William Powell and 
Luise Rainer as Anna Held. Much bet¬ 
ter was the hilarious My Man Godfrey. 
Carole Lombard’s dazzling heiress in 
that film outshines Best Actress win¬ 
ner Rainer, while Powell’s Godfrey 
eclipses Best Actor Paul Muni for his 
dated The Story of Louis Pasteur. 

Incredibly, Rainer was Best Actress 
again in 1937 for her nearly silent Chi¬ 
nese peasant in The Good Earth, al- 
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di goes to.. 

This year it could be just about anybody

W hat were your favorite movies of 1999? 
Mine were The Straight Story, All About My 
Mother, and The Insider, with a tip of the hat 
to Topsy-Turvy and that great gay date pic 
Trick. Only one of them, The Insider, is vying for the 
Best Picture and Best Director sweepstakes. Some 
mighty fine performances (a volcanic Christopher 
Plummer in The Insider, a magisterial Cecilia Roth 
in All About My Mother, a venal Reese Witherspoon 
in Election, and anyone with a line of dialogue in 
Topsy-Turvy ) were likewise overlooked. But why be 
bitter? We diehard groupies who refer to the annu¬ 
al six-week cycle of nominations-to-ceremony as 
the “holy season” are used to the stench of Oscar 
indignation. It’s part of the fun. 

There are a few things we know as the blessed 
day approaches. We’re told the show will be more 
streamlined this year, and that Debbie Allen has 
been hastily retired from her duties as choreogra¬ 
pher. Too bad — those potty breaks will have to be 
more carefully timed. Distinguished Polish direc¬ 
tor Aldrzej Wajda is receiving an honorary award 
for a career so familiar that his name must be pre¬ 
ceded by “distinguished Polish director.” Billy Crys¬ 
tal is coming back to host for the seventh time, 
which would be a depressing thought if the Acade¬ 
my had alternatives besides Whoopi Goldberg and 
David Letterman. 

The acting awards are hard to predict this year, 
with nary a shoo-in among them. So here we go 
with a run-down of the maybes, the semi-sure bets 
and the eager prognostications that only Oscar can 
engender: 

The kid and the great big movie star 

The Supporting Actor race could be Tom 
Cruise’s to lose. Michael Caine as an ethically chal¬ 
lenged doctor with a fondness for inhalants was an 
obvious sentimental choice from The Cider House 
Rules, but his previous win for Hannah and Her Sis¬ 
ters may hamper his chances of another pat on the 
back. Michael Clarke 
Duncan, the current talk 
show darling and “gentle 
giant” of The Green Mile, 
doesn’t look victorious, 
either. He was one of 
that movie’s few assets, 
but the role was too ob¬ 
vious in its saintliness, 
and those Stephen King 
adult fairy tales aren’t 
for all tastes.

Gwenyth Paltrow and Matt Damon in The Talent¬ 
ed Mr. Ripley, can stay home. Haley Joel Osment, 
the tormented lad of The Sixth Sense, could pull it

tress has historically been 
the category of pre-pubes- 
cent triumph (Patty Duke, 

Tatum O’Neal, Anna 
Paquin). Could there be a 
cross-over exception this 
year, or is the Cruise missile 
unstoppable? His sex-help 
guru New Agey satiric per¬ 
formance in Magnolia

The Supporting Ac¬ 
tress nominees are all 
first-timers to the Oscar 
hofbrau. Toni Collette, 
doing her best Ellen 
Burstyn imitation, makes a 
striking young mama at 
wit’s end in The Sixth Sense. 

Angelina Jolie is coming off 
a Golden Globe win as a feral 
psychotic in Girl, Interrupted. 

Catherine Keener is another 
Lilith who beguiled the Acad¬ 
emy just as she did John 
Malkovich, John Cusack, and 
Cameron Diaz in Being John 
Malkovich. Samantha Morton 
played at being a mute rag doll in Sweet 
and Lowdown and won a coveted spot as 
the most shameless Giulietta Masina 
wannabe of all 
time. Chloe Sevi- 
gny, the girlfriend 
in Boys Don’t Cry, 
was a touching 
low-class chick in¬ 
convenienced by the 
love that dare not 
speak its gender. 

It’s a weak slate, 
but Jolie would

Just call us Nigh Eve, for were 
shocked — shocked! — to see 
members of the working press en¬ 
joying glasses of fine varietals at 2 
in the afternoon during the SF 
Symphony’s 2000-01 season press 
conference in Davies Hall. Out 
There was again accosted by a 
prominent music critic, this 
time begging for a mention of his 
wife and child! OT politely in¬ 
formed him that we’re not that 
type of column. 

We are the type of column to 
show up at Davies Symphony Hall 
to hear maestro Vladimir Ashke¬ 
nazy lead the Czech Philharmonic 
Orchestra as part of the Great Per¬ 
formers series. The legendary Czech 
ensemble was lustrous in sound, 
impeccable in technique, and so... 
so... male, as the only women we 
saw on stage were the harpists. 

Then we were back at the War 
Mem’l for another ballet fix, pre¬ 
senting our tickets to our favorite 
usher at the Grove St. doors. 

“Hey, you were here last 
night!” It’s nice to be remem¬ 
bered. “Did you like Celts?” Very 
much, we assured him. “Well, 
you’re gonna love it tonight!” And 
he was right, for there was a 
bravura cockfight during choreo¬ 
grapher Sir Kenneth MacMil¬ 
lan’s The Invitation that rivaled 
even the musky magic of Celts’ 
mannish sporting. 

Maybe you really don’t want to 
hear about Out There’s life, since 
it’s usually too sordid for words. 
Lately we’ve been getting asked to 
be celebrity judges at nightclub 
contests, and we have to explain 
that we have a date with Yuri 
Possokhov or Vadim Solo- 
makha at the ballet — and that, 
in any case, we’re in bed long be¬ 
fore the principal contestants have 
even gotten their titties on. 

You didn’t hear it from us 

Yikes, this item is almost too 
hot for us to handle. Even as a 
blind item, we can’t be too specif¬ 
ic, else we’ll be in a pickle every 
which way and up the wazoo! But 
it seems a very prominent mem¬ 
ber of the community claims he 
“had an affair” (see how discreet 
we’re being) with this very big old- 
school (not to say closeted) star 
of the stage and (little) screen 
who is coming to (or now in) our 
little cowtown in a big creaky 
warhorse musical (or drawing¬ 


room melodrama)! There, we’ve 
said it (or hedged about it), and 
we’re probably already in trouble. 

While we’re on delicate sub¬ 
jects, we know a little something 
about that downtown lesbian 
writer who worked on the screen¬ 
play for that Brandon Teena 
biopic Boys Don’t Cry.

Kinsey sucks 

In the new scholarly biography 
of sex researcher Alfred C. Kin¬ 
sey, Sex the Measure of All Things 
(Indiana Univ. Press), author 
Jonathan Gathorne-Hardy can’t 
stop himself from taking a few pot¬ 
shots at the author of Alfred C. Kin¬ 
sey—A Public/Private Life (1997), 
James H. Jones. “Jones belongs to 
what one might call the Kenneth 
Starr school of biography,” fumes 
Gathorne-Hardy in his preface. 
“That is, he decided to mount his 
attack, since that is what his book 
in the end amounted to, from Kin¬ 
sey’s private sexual behavior.” 

We have room for just one 
snippet from the bitchy fun, 
which is usually found in the 
form of lengthy, exasperated foot¬ 
notes. In a note referring to a stu¬ 
dent’s diary account of an ento¬ 
mological expedition: “From Bre¬ 
land’s diary Jones makes, in my 
view, a number of rather wild de¬ 
ductions. For example, because 
Breland refers irritably to Kinsey’s 
prick-nibbling tent,’ and be¬ 
cause ‘Breland was a man who 
usually meant what he said,’ Jones’ 
imagination, now well versed in 
such leaps, finds it ‘hard not to 
suspect that oral sex was going 
down under canvas tops.’ If, fol¬ 
lowing Jones, we were to take as 
exact everything Breland wrote, 
with his style of lurid metaphori¬ 
cal epithets, we would have to de¬ 
duce he screwed knot holes or, 
later, thought [IU] President 
Bryan spent all his time on a 
chamber pot.” And that’s a whole 
’nother story entirely. T 

























































Missionaries 

' Hoodwink' at Rhino

L atin Hustle is back at Theatre 
Rhino, this time on the 
mainstage as part of the the¬ 
ater’s subscription season. The 
queer Latino comedy trio is al¬ 
most ready for this prime time. 

The new collection of sketches 
is titled Hoodwink, a play on 
words that suggests a satirical 
wink at the ’hood — in this case, 
the ’hood of the Mission. Over the 
course of a dozen scenes, Jaime 
Cortez, Adrianna Gordon, and A1 
Lujan poke fun at the pretensions, 
peculiarities, indignities, and ab¬ 
surdities of Latino life in a chang¬ 
ing landscape. 

At times overtly dealing in gay 
and lesbian situations, the queer 
sensibility is often a subtext. In a 
ghetto fashion show sketch, for 
example, an arbiter of high fash¬ 
ion predicts that heroin chic is 
out: “The look for next season is 
— hepatitis!” 

While many of the sketches 
have a burlesque basis, there are 


some gently comic moments as 
well. In a scene using oversized 
puppets, an aging Hispanic queen 
and a young Mission dyke com¬ 
pare notes on the progress of gay 
life. It has charm as well as humor. 

Overall, director John 
Morace’s production has a hit-or- 
miss quality suggesting an improv 
creation process that hasn’t been 
tightly edited. Gross-out humor 
has a big role, with glory holes, 
tortillas made with urine, and 
stained underwear figuring 
prominently into the proceedings. 
The show ends on a dated note, 
with a rap song slamming wraps 
as culinary cultural larceny. 

Cortez, Gordon, and Lujan are 
engaging, versatile performers 
whose energies help sustain the 
weaker moments in the material. 
Their challenge, it seems, is to find 
a polish without losing their re¬ 
freshing slam-band edge. ▼

A porn star is born 


Homme Fatale'

M ho wants to be a porn star? 
I What, no takers? Who 
W m wants to marry a porn 
star? Do I see a hand raised in the 
back? Sorry, my mistake. Who 
wants to have a cup of coffee with a 
porn star? Oh, come on, guys. 

Our fascination with porn 
stars is a fantasy that we fully ac¬ 
knowledge as such. They’re there 
to serve our needs, self-sacrificial 
lambs who provide the best ser¬ 
vice when fantasies can flourish 
free of the sobering details of their 
day-to-day realities. 

Homme Fatale: The Joey Ste- 
fano Story at the Victoria Theatre 
wants to have it both ways, pre¬ 
senting the porn star as a happy- 
go-lucky sex machine but wrap¬ 
ping it all up in a cautionary tale. 
Barry Lowe’s play isn’t porn, but it 
isn’t pure either. Call it warn porn. 

Stefano, in case you don’t 
know, was the handsome young 
star of a series of X-rated videos 
notable for his top-billing as a bot¬ 
tom. He was a hard-core headlin¬ 
er at 20, knew he was HIV-positive 
by 21, and was washed up by the 
time heroin killed him at age 26. 

“This body that launched a 
million wet dreams is a fucking 
toxic dump,” the stage Stefano 
says near the end. 

Homme Fatale lets Joey tell the 
story himself, which he does with 
varying degrees of braggadocio, 
vulnerability, erotic enthusiasm, 
and flailing desperation. Set on a 
stage filled with the detritus of a 


junky, Joey takes us 
back to his trou¬ 
bled childhood in 
Chester, PA, to his 
hustling days in 
New York, and to 
Hollywood, where 
porn director Chi 
Chi LaRue put his 
ass to work. 

“The whole 
world fell for me 
hook, line, and 
sphincter,” the 
playwright has Ste¬ 
fano saying. 

It’s an often 
grim journey leav¬ 
ened with humor, 
sexuality, and vari¬ 
ous states of nudi¬ 
ty. There is little 

that is unexpected Jm Watem|an as j Stefan0

the 


gay porn 
world, though it offers some gos¬ 
sip that may prick up your ears. I 
presume that the revelation that 
entertainment mogul David Gef- 
fen likes to bareback store-bought 
boyfriends is of public record 
someplace, somewhere, but I’d 
never heard it before. 

Joe Waterman, a nice-looking 
guy, reprises the role of Stefano 
from the play’s Chicago run, 
though neither his looks nor his 
manner is quite able to make us 
believe in the character on stage. 
But it is a Herculean effort, with 
Waterman alone on stage energet¬ 
ically putting forth a panoply of 
emotions. Waterman falls into the 
sing-song rhythms of a beat poet 


coupled with a snap queen, and it 
registers falsely in this otherwise 
appealingly earnest performance. 

Homme Fatale, directed by 
Murray Hodgson, begins to wear 
out its welcome before its 80 min¬ 
utes are over. But before that hap¬ 
pens, it finds both drama and pi¬ 
quancy in the fast life and slow 
death of Joey Stefano. ▼

Point of privilege 

Giles Havergal adapts Edith Wharton

E dith Wharton was to the 
manor born, and in her 
writings, she vandalized the 
manor from the inside. “She 
knew what she was talking 
about,” said director Giles Haver¬ 
gal, who has adapted Wharton’s 
The House of Mirth for the the¬ 
ater. “It was written from absolute 
knowledge.” 

Havergal’s page-to-stage re¬ 
construction of Wharton’s tale 
begins performances this week at 
the Geary Theater. It is the tale of 
Lily Bart (Roxanne Raja at ACT), 
a lovely young socialite of dimin¬ 
ished means who is tragically 
corseted by the rules and expec¬ 
tations of her crowd. 

“This is a play about morals 
and money,” said Havergal, whose 
stage adaptation of Graham 
Greene’s Travels with My Aunt 
was staged by ACT in 1997. “Lily 
could get money, but she’d have 
to marry for money and not love, 
and when she can’t, she’s 
doomed.” 

The House of Mirth was pub¬ 
lished in 1905, a time when the 
old-money crowd saw work as 
dingy business. Whar¬ 
ton was part of that 
world, but thanks to her 
writing, she became the 
first member of her 
family to actually labor 
for an income. 

“Like a parable,” 

Havergal said, “Lily’s 
story is enormously 
removed from the 
reality of today, but 
it still resonates. 

How else to explain that wretched 
television show? What is it? Who 
Wants to Marry a Multimillion¬ 
aire” 

From her privileged position, 
Wharton was something of a 
proto-feminist, using wry obser¬ 
vations to make her points with¬ 
out grandstanding. “We must be 
careful not to paint on her a po¬ 
litical viewpoint of our own,” 
Havergal said, “but she must have 
had an agenda. I think Edith 
Wharton turns a critical eye on 
society, and I’m interested in 
holding that up for a modern au¬ 
dience.” 

The Scottish-born Havergal, 
who recently celebrated his 31st 
anniversary as artistic director of 
the Glasgow Citizens Theatre, has 
made a specialty of adapting nov¬ 
els to the stage. In addition to 
Travels with My Aunt, his other 
adaptations have included 
Charles Dickens’ David Copper- 
field, RG. Wodehouse’s Summer 
Lightning, and Samuel Richard¬ 
son’s Pamela. 

“The big question always is, is 
this a piece that lends itself to or 
is enhanced by a move from one 
medium to another,” Havergal 
said. After rereading House of 
Mirth and considerable ponder¬ 
ing, he decided Wharton’s words 
would translate nicely to the 
stage. 

Wharton possesses a dry, cut¬ 
ting wit that drew Havergal to the 
project. “A lot of the people work¬ 
ing on the script are surprised at 
how funny much of it is,” he said. 

The novel is rich in narration, 
some of which can be adapted 
into dialogue. “And a lot of the 
actual scenes are so good that I 
could just take them right off the 
page,” Havergal said. “One of the 
painful things is that you have to

jettison so many wonderful 
scenes. But you must stick to your 
central spine and hang as many 
goodies on it as you can.” 

The 61-year-old Havergal 
sometimes hears that he has be¬ 
come mainstream, but he won¬ 
ders if it isn’t a case of 
the mainstream catch¬ 
ing up to what he’s 
doing. One of his first 
productions for the 
Glasgow Citizens The¬ 
atre was an all-male 
production of Hamlet 
that didn’t stint on the 
skin. The critics 
loathed it, but the 
houses were 
packed. 

“It was the biggest artistic con¬ 
troversy since the Picasso exhibit 
of the ’30s,” Havergal said. “But it 
pissed me off when people said it 
was done for shock.” 

Just last fall, the large-circula¬ 
tion Scotland on Sunday newspa¬ 
per wrote that Havergal “runs a 
theater of international standing 
famed for its provocative produc¬ 
tions, cravenly high-camp style, 
fabulous frocks, well-balanced 
books, and dazzling performers.” 

“Well,” he said, “we did have a 
reputation of beautiful boys tak¬ 
ing off their clothes, and we have 
had some beautiful performers, 
including Rupert Everett, so 
sometimes, yes, it is high camp, 
but a reputation is always one 
beat behind.” 

Havergal’s production of 
House of Mirth will run through 
April 23. For ticket information,

inhibition or em¬ 
barrassment. 

Bruce provided 
encouragement 
and a degree of 
comfort that al¬ 
lowed his models 
to perform in an 
atmosphere that 
celebrated 
male-to-male 
sex and made it 
appear as casu¬ 
al and every¬ 
day as the 
other events 
he recorded. 

Looking at 
the images, one can almost hear 
the suggestions of the photogra¬ 
pher. “Spread your legs and look 
into the camera.” We see the same 
repertoire of poses, time after 
time, as the faces and rooms 
change. It is possible to watch the 
years go by through the change in 
fashions and haircuts on the men. 
The idealized All-American mus- 
cleboy that Bruce later made part 
of our visual iconography is 
nowhere to be seen. Instead, we 
see real people, photographed in 
a relatively natural way, mugging 
as if for a photo for Mom or a 
friend. That his subjects were gen¬ 
erally attractive and well-hung 
seems like a given in the parallel 
gay Nebraska that he created; but 
that they were willing to embrace 
each other in obviously homosex¬ 
ual situations seems too wonder¬ 
ful to be true. These photographs 
illustrate, in a way not seen before, 
gay fantasies of the American 
heartland. 

Traveling salesman 

Mainardi began assembling the 
book four years ago at the 
prompting of his partner, Trent 
Dunphy, when Towe made mater¬ 
ial from the Bruce estate available. 
Towe had several small black 
photo albums and numerous neg¬ 
atives that comprised what may be 
Bruce’s first photo sample albums. 
It is known that in later years 
Bruce traveled around the country 
and sold his nudes to private 
clients in person to avoid using the 
US Postal Service, thereby avoid¬ 
ing trouble with authorities. It is 
now suspected that he was doing 
this even while still living in Ne¬ 
braska. One wonders at the con¬ 
nections and contacts that this 
business endeavor brought him. It 
certainly widened his circle of pos¬ 
sible models, and explains why he 
was so prolific in what must have 
been a very covert photographic 
career in the beginning. 

At some time around 1947, 
Bruce had a brush with the law in 
California. The authorities in 
Omaha were notified, and teach¬ 
ing high school chemistry ceased 
to be a career option. What actu¬ 
ally happened isn’t known, but 
Bruce moved to California and re¬ 
ceived his first business license in 
Los Angeles, in 1949. Upon open¬ 
ing an “official” studio, Bruce 
began photographing body¬ 
builders and title-winners by the 
score. He developed a dramatic 
black-and-white lighting style that 
eroticized and objectified his sub¬ 
jects. The idealized photography 
of Bruce of LA is a world apart 
from the innocence and purity of 
the work of Bruce of Omaha, but 
the beginnings of that style are to 
be seen in this book. 

Mainardi, Bentley and Loomis 
recently regaled an overflow 
crowd at the Gay and Lesbian His¬ 
torical Society with stories of 


Omaha gay 
life in the 
’40s, and 
memories of 
Bruce and his 
circle. Remi¬ 
niscing about 
an older, cigar¬ 
smoking 
“uncle” of a 
character 
named “Smitty,” 
Loomis drew 
laughs when he 
explained how 
Smitty managed 
to procure nu¬ 
merous young 
men with the offer 
of “a drink, a shower, and a blow 
job.” He then introduced his finds 
to Bruce, to be photographed. 

Loomis is certainly a local trea¬ 
sure, and his stories underscored 
the need to record the oral histo¬ 
ries of the senior members of our 
community. 

Mainardi is to be commended 
for organizing an important new 
look at the pre-WWII gay Ameri¬ 
ca that many of us have read 
about, but few have seen in pho¬ 
tographs. We are also given a bet¬ 
ter understanding of Bruce’s ca¬ 
reer, and of his almost anthropo¬ 
logical obsession with the male 
figure and its attendant fantasies. 
This book will appeal to both 
lovers of the male nude, as well as 
those interested in gay history, 
and will provide a valuable refer¬ 
ence for years to come. ▼

Bruce of Omaha 


Early photography of Bruce of LA

The Naked Heartland edited by 
Robert Mainardi; Janssen, 

$49.95 

B ruce Bellas claimed that any 
man would drop his pants 
for the camera on the 
promise of a print. 

The Naked Heartland, a new 
book on the early photography of 
Bellas, before he became the cele¬ 
brated Bruce of Los Angeles, 
seems proof of that claim. We are 
treated to an array of military 
men in and out of uniform, as 
well as hitchhikers, friends and ac¬ 
quaintances, mostly nude and 
photographed in a refreshingly 
casual manner. 

Kevin Bentley’s text imagines 
various scenarios of the pho¬ 
tographs and their creator based 
upon interviews with Stuart 
Loomis, an 80-year-old former 
Omahan who knew Bruce and his 
milieu. 

Bruce was born on July 7, 
1909, in Auburn, Nebraska. He 
worked as a high school chemistry 
teacher in Omaha, and must have 
spent most of his free time pursu¬ 
ing his true love, photography. 

The late ’30s and early ’40s 
were spent in and around Nebras¬ 
ka photographing track meets, 
football games, racehorses, rela¬ 
tives, and naked men, occasional¬ 
ly on the same roll of film. 

Editor Robert Mainardi has as¬ 
sembled an amazing array of im¬ 
ages that truly take the viewer into 
a homoerotic lost world that we 
have not seen before. Selected 
from the collection of Teri Noel 
Towe, these photographs illustrate 
gay life in the Midwest before 
World War II. Photo sessions took 
place in friends’ homes, motels, 
and local fields and streams, out 
of the need for inexpensive, 
anonymous locations. The light¬ 
ing is generally available light 
(outdoor), or lamps and overhead 
lighting. When Bruce uses photo¬ 
graphic lighting, it is the most 
rudimentary, a single reflector 
with a bare bulb, usually placed 
slightly off-center to give some 
shape and shadow to the figure. In 
this, we see the beginnings of a 
lighting style that would be his 
trademark in later years. 

Playful seduction 

Bruce was obviously aware of 
the physique and bodybuilding 
magazines of the day that were the 
only legal supply of homoerotic 
imagery available. He must have 
been influenced by Lon of New 
York and other photographers 
whose work was finding its way 
into a wider circulation. Bruce 
used a fabric background in sev¬ 
eral sessions that attempt a for¬ 
mality similar to his contempo¬ 
raries; however, the results are not 
as successful at this point as they 
would later be. What Bruce does 
capture is a spontaneity and a nat¬ 
uralness that are strikingly mod¬ 
ern. His men pose, laugh, and 
playfully try to seduce, while 
proudly displaying their erections 
to a loving camera. Some images 
have more in common with the 
work of Jack Pierson, Mark Mor- 
risroe, or even Bruce Weber than 
with Bellas’ contemporaries. 

Perhaps the most remarkable 
aspect of the photographs is the 
connection between model and 
photographer. The men in these 
images gaze at us nonchalantly 
and unafraid, with no feeling of j

Still society’s child 

Singer-songwriter Janis Ian was an out lesbian before it was chic

J anis Ian remains one of the 
most prolific singer-song¬ 
writers of our time. Thirty- 
five years ago, she was a folk¬ 
singing Wunderkind with her 
teenage lament on interracial ro¬ 
mance, “Society’s Child.” Her 
poignant lyrics and crystalline vo¬ 
cals have only matured in time. 
With 16 albums to date, she has 
received nine Grammy nomina¬ 
tions in such diverse categories as 
folk, pop, children’s recording and 
jazz performance. Her paean to 
adolescent angst, “At Seventeen,” 
sold over a million copies in 1975 
and earned two Grammy Awards. 

Her latest recording, god & the 
fhi, extends her extraordinary 
legacy. Reflective, ethereal ballads, 
politically-charged observations, 
and playful insights are juxta¬ 
posed in this exquisite Windham 
Hill release that traverses folk, 
pop, and country idioms. The 
new work is a testament to the 
ongoing integrity of this song¬ 
writing poetess fiercely commit¬ 
ted to sharing her pain, joy, and 
truths with us over the last four 
decades. 

Recently, Ian talked about her 
distinguished career from her of¬ 
fice in Nashville. 

John R. Kiliacky: Regarding the 
new CD, you've said, "If I'm 
going to go down, I'm going down 
in flames." 


Janis Ian: When it came time 
to do the CD, I kept thinking: I’m 
not 19. It was really depressing 
looking at what’s going down in 
my industry. Why should I have to 
be 19 to do good work? That led 
me to thinking about how many 
places there actually were for 
someone like me in music. I hope 
there still is a place for me, be¬ 
cause it’s what I love doing, but 
I’m not 100% convinced. 

I really wanted one more shot, 
but if it wasn’t going to happen, I 
could go be a writer and be perfect¬ 
ly happy. So if I go down, then I 
should be really clear that' I’m going 
down in flames. I’m not going 
down quietly. I’m not going down 
without some bravery and bravura. 

Why the title? 

We wanted to lead with the cut 
“god and the fbi” because we felt it 
really defined the spirit of the 
album, which is basically, “Bite 
me.” It seemed like a provocative 
title. I had just finished going 
through all of my FBI files, and I 
had been talking a lot about that, 
so it seemed to tie in well. 

One of the cuts, "Memphis," fea¬ 
tures a sublime duet with Willie 
Nelson, and a guitar solo by Chet 
Atkins. What was it like to work 
with them? 

Chefs been great to me since I 
moved to Nashville. He’s just been 
a hero to me. He’s a great guitarist 
outside of anything else. One day 
I mentioned it and he said, “Hell,

but he did. Who am I to tell Willie 
Nelson not to sing lead? 

For over three decades, you've 
worked with some of the most in¬ 
triguing figures in the music busi¬ 
ness. Any favorites or horrors to 
share? 

I’ve been really lucky that 
everybody I’ve ever worked with 
has been pretty good to work with. 
I learn something different from 
everybody. There is a pretty wide 
span between Mel Torme and Ani 
DiFranco. I don’t think I’ve had a 
really bad time with anybody. My 
reputation as an artist really pre¬ 
cludes people working with me 
who aren’t brave or secure. 

Early in your career, you turned 
down performing at Woodstock, 
writing the music for The Gradu¬ 
ate, and recording "You Light Up 
My Life." Any regrets? 

I would like to believe that 
things happen because they’re 
supposed to happen. Certainly my 
goal as an artist is to stay on the 
path and to move my work for¬ 
ward. If I cut “You Light Up My 
Life,” I would have had a monster 
hit with a song I would have hated 
singing years later. So that was 
probably a good choice. The 
Graduate, I don’t think I would 
have done as good a job as Paul 
[Simon]. I didn’t have the chops, 
and it probably would have been a 
miserable experience for every¬ 
body. So, probably a wise choice, 
though costly. And Woodstock, if 
I’d known they were going to 
shoot most of the movie after¬ 
ward, I would have done it. 

In the mid-'70s, you were earning 
over $1 million a year; by 1986, 
financial mismanagement bank¬ 
rupted you. One of the new songs, 
"Days Like These," refers to this 
time. What was it like to lose 
everything? 

I wouldn’t call it financial mis¬ 
management, I would call it theft. 
Mismanagement sounds like 
somebody was attempting to 
manage it. You go from thinking 
you’ll never have to work again 
and you can spend the rest of 
your life working on your art, to 
looking to whether you can afford 
electricity in the winter. 

I wrote “Days Like These” one 
day when the IRS had agreed to 
cut a deal with me. I was support¬ 
ing my mom at the time, and 
[they left me] just barely enough 
to send her some money and pay 


my rent. I had $ 1,000 for my bills, 
and I put it into a new bank ac¬ 
count. They went in the next day 
and grabbed it all. It was Novem¬ 
ber and getting very cold. I didn’t 
have any winter clothes. You 
know, it was a good lesson. I real¬ 
ized that the one thing they 
couldn’t take away was my talent. 


You've been absolutely open 
about being a lesbian, long before 
it became fashionable. Has this 
had any effect on your career? 

I know that I lost some oppor¬ 
tunities early on. I know people 
who say that they are out because 
they’re out among their little com¬ 
munity, but they separate at 
Christmas and go home to families 
who don’t know. To me, you reach 
a point in your life where you say, 
“It’s great that my parents raised 
me and my grandparents love me; 
now I have my own life.” I always 
wonder what it says to your lover if 
you insist on keeping them hidden. 
To me, that says, “You’re not as im¬ 
portant as my fear.” To say that to 
somebody like Pat, to pretend to 
make a life-long commitment 
while saying that, is the height of 
cowardice. It wasn’t an option. 


Last month you were in San Fran¬ 
cisco performing at the Gavin Con¬ 
vention for radio programmers, 
along with Elton John, Tony Ben¬ 
nett and others. How did it go? 

I got my standing ovation, so 
everybody was very happy. It’s al¬ 
ways weird to play for the industry, 
because you’re held to a much 
higher standard. You know that 
those people have just finished see¬ 
ing 30 other acts, and that’s always 
intimating. The flip side is that it’s 
also a serious challenge to get those 
people off their asses. I function 
well under that kind of pressure. 


You've always been one of the 
most generous performers in con¬ 
cert, often staying to talk with fans 
for hours afterward. Any plans for 
a tour to support god & the fbi? 

The only formal tour I’m doing 
is going to Europe in mid-May. In 
order to book a tour these days, 
you either have to have a record on 
the charts, be independently 
wealthy, or be willing to leave 
home for six months and slog. I 
slogged for six years, and this is my 
year to say I’m not slogging for a 
while. I’m going to do dates that I 
want to do — folk festivals in the 
summer, which don’t pay as much 
but are more fun for me. It’s time 
to do a bunch of stuff that I enjoy. 


How are Pat and your three new 
dogs? 

The Portuguese Water dog is 
nine months and behaves exactly 
like a 14-year-old adolescent. It’s 
a real joy to be around her. Jake, 
the stray who jumped in Pat’s car, 
is calming down. He’s about a 
year-and-a-half now. Lucy, the 
four-pound wonder dog, just 
turned nine. She’s pretty calm. 
We’ve taken to calling her the big 
giant head. They’re very cute. 

Pat, she’s awesome. The light 
of my life. After 10 years, two 
months, and 20 days, there’s still 
nobody I would rather wake up 
to. She’s great. You know, there are 
bumps in the road, but it’s always 
the same road that we’re traveling. 
So that’s pretty amazing. ▼

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Vulgar turn at the ballet 

San Francisco Ballet's Programs IV & V

, If hat was going through 
the mind of San Francis¬ 
co Ballet’s artistic director 
when Programs IV and V were 
conceived? Here is a company that 
has spent nearly 15 years success¬ 
fully erasing the anti-musical bad 
taste of the previous regime, only 
to have it break out again in a pair 
of programs that were the most 
vulgar, cynically crowd-pleasing 
and least musical evenings seen at 
SFB in ages. 

Into the announced repertory 
of Program IV was inserted that 
icky snippet from Roland Petit’s 
Proust, seen at the January Gala. 
In it, a bug-eyed Yuri Possokhov 
(who, like Richard Gere, is more 
believable when he is evil) has sick 
sex with the corpse of Lucia 
Lacarra. It was hard to say which 
choreographic sin was worse: the 
part where he peers up her skirt as 
she bourrees over his recumbent 
body, or the place where the 
strings go tap-tap-tap and he 
tap-tap-taps on her breast. The 
audience loved it. 

Also on Program IV was Bal¬ 
anchine’s Bugaku, which has al¬ 
ways struck me as a little racist. 
The woman’s role is usually 
danced by Muriel Maffre of the 
incredible extensions and cruelly 
impassive face. Maybe this angu¬ 
lar, predatory geisha is what Bal¬ 
anchine had in mind (I never saw 
the original cast), but Maffre also 


looks faintly arthritic in the role, 
creaking around on pointe with 
those awkwardly bent knees. At 
the Sunday matinee, Yuan Yuan 
Tan made her debut in the role, 
and suddenly Toshiro Mayuzu- 
mi’s magnificent original score 
seemed organic, rather than past¬ 
ed on the outside of Mr. B’s ob¬ 
session with Asian formality. All 
that mincing and twitching melt¬ 
ed into the music. Tan’s lyrical 
arms and hands, the tilt of her 
head that suggests her macho 
spouse (Stephen Legate, not quite 
weighty enough) is going to get as 
good as he gives, and the way she 
glided and flowed with the music 
were pure eye candy. 

Since the viewers screamed just 
as loudly for Tan as they had for 
Maffre, one reluctantly concludes 
that it is not the performance that 
excites them, but the bludgeoning 
eroticism and Karinska’s ghastly 
Las Vegas costumes, rather than 
any unity of music and choreog¬ 
raphy. While one wishes audiences 
to enjoy themselves, it might be 
better for the future of ballet if 
they were aware of what they were 
enjoying and why. When they 
burst into frenzied applause after 
the rape scene in Kenneth 
MacMillan’s rancid The Invitation 
(Program V), surely it is meant as 
a compliment to Possokhov’s 
sex-mad Victorian daddy and to 
Lacarra’s misguided Lolita, who 
really does “ask for it,” however 
hateful that may be. But, people, 
you are cheering for a rape. 


Stunt men 

In Lila York’s Celts (Program 
IV), they are applauding for 
bravura stunts and cheesy River- 
dance music on tape. Despite 
some cumbersome classical steps, 
Celts is not a ballet; it’s a “show,” 
and it is as unmusical as The Invi¬ 
tation or Proust, which despoils 
the slow movement of 
Saint-Saens’ sensuous “Organ” 
Symphony. (A pal once confided 
that he considered the Saint-Saens 
to be the soundtrack for an MTV 
video of him making love to Brad 
Pitt. Fair enough, though I’d pre¬ 
fer Keanu Reeves, but what does 
that have to do with ballet?) 

Finally, we get to the one gen¬ 
uine classical work on either pro¬ 
gram, Natalia Makarova’s produc¬ 
tion of Act Two of Petipa’s La 
Bayadere (Program V), known as 
The Kingdom of the Shades be¬ 
cause the hero Solor, having 
caused the death of his beloved 
temple dancer, Nikiya, smokes 
opium and has a vision of her 
spirit and those of multiple other 
deceased maidens who enter 
down a long ramp in a famous 
arabesque sequence. It has been 
trumpeted all over town that 
Makarova, who used to dance 
Nikiya superbly, was deep into the 
work’s “spirituality.” I have seen 
three productions of the complete 
Bayadere and, despite Minkus’ 
clunky music, I not only adore the 
ballet but agree with Makarova on 
its essential spiritual content. 

What a shock, then, when the

matinee performance I saw fea¬ 
tured the role debuts of SFB’s fiery 
new Cubans, Lorena Feijoo and 
Joan Boada, whose speed and vir¬ 
tuosity brought down the house. 
Kids from the ballet school, who 


haven’t a hope in hell of ever 
jumping as high as Boada, 
cheered their unegotistical little 
lungs out. Good for them. There 
was only one thing wrong. Feijoo 
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[And That's Just The First Few Minutes]

Dinner and 
prancing 

Teatro ZinZanni debuts

SSI eatro ZinZanni, the self- 
h consciously wacky dinner 
1 circus set up along the Em- 
barcadero, is at its best when it 
isn’t trying too hard. 

This is a novel entertainment 
with unusually good food and 
service for the circumstances, and 
with a variety of acts that can daz¬ 
zle and delight. But there are too 
many moments when the shtick is 
groaningly unfunny. Teatro Zin¬ 
Zanni would benefit from the ser¬ 
vices of a ruthless editor. 

Teatro ZinZanni comes to San 
Francisco following a 14-month 
run in Seattle, where this glorified 
dinner theater, interactive vaude¬ 
ville, and bijou circus captured 
the fancy of the Space Needle 
crowd. Now the producers have 
pitched their fabulous 1920s cir¬ 
cus tent in San Francisco, which 
might not be as willing to pay for 
packaged zaniness when the free 
stuff is so abundantly available. 

To be sure, it usually isn’t 
housed in such delectable fashion 
as the ornate 1926 spiegeltent that 
seats 270 in a circular, platformed 
setting. No one is far from the ac¬ 
tion, which is focused in the cir¬ 
cle’s center but which has the 
sometimes unnerving habit of 
coming to you. And at you. Espe¬ 
cially when you have a fork full of 
food poised for delivery.

There are two staffs at work 
here. One is the real thing that 
manages to deliver and bus five 
courses, keep water glasses filled 
and drinks flowing with good 
humor, despite the difficult logis¬ 
tics.

'Step One'

S teps, the well-scrubbed, 
three-girl/two-boy brain¬ 
child of British pop king¬ 
maker Pete Waterman, have man¬ 
aged to land a string of huge hits 
in Europe and Asia over the past 
2 1/2 years. In the UK, Steps have 
released two multiplatinum al¬ 
bums and have celebrated six 
straight Top 5 singles. 

Like a number of other British 
stars trying to make it in the US 
after having made it at home, 
Steps stripped down their first 
two albums into one version for 
US domestic release, Step One, 
just out from Jive. 

Step One contains 11 songs, in¬ 
cluding all but one of their UK 
hits thus far. Steps’ range isn’t 
wide, though it does span two- 
stepping techno (“5,6, 7, 8”) and 
mid-tempo disco (“One for Sor¬ 
row”). Steps are at their best when 
they’re at their most hysterical 
pitch. Their cover versions of the 
Bee Gees’ “Tragedy” and Bana- 
narama’s “Last Thing On My 
Mind” hit levels of intensity 
found in the gayest high-energy 
disco. On these tracks, pop-lovers 
may find the Steps idiom promis¬ 
ing — though by no means novel 
— in its healthy borrowings. 

Elsewhere, on songs like “Say 
You’ll Be Mine” and “Love’s Got a 
Hold On My Heart,” the heart of 
disco keeps beating, though with a 
mid-tempo slowdown effect. It is 
when Steps attempt ballads that 
they falter. Tunes like “After the 
Love Has Gone,” “Stay With Me” 
and “Heartbeat” drone into in¬ 
significance. Even with the superi¬ 
or vocal power of a Mariah Carey, 
these songs would sound tedious. 

The key to Steps is that every 
song tropes Abba to one degree or 
another. They offer a kind of nos¬ 
talgia that dissolves into the pre¬ 
sent, similar to that promulgated 
by sampling culture. But instead 
of featuring samples, Steps go for 


the old-fashioned cover version. 

Fiveway 

In their white-on-pastel, shiny, 
neatly choreographed fivesome, 
Steps challenge the boy-girl sym¬ 
metry of similarly formulaic acts. 
Coupled posing in Steps’ videos 
tends to function as jocularity 
more than seriousness. One of the 
Steps boys recently posed naked 


SF Ballet 
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and Boada were performing in 
post-revolutionary Kirov style, 
big, brassy and in-yer-face, while 
this Maryinsky ballet is supposed 
to distill pure classicism as a 
metaphor for lost love. I can’t 
imagine that the elegant and fas¬ 
tidious Makarova was pleased by 
the Cubans’ blatant audience 
courting, though without sets and 
the narrative, I can see how some 
might wish for a spicier meatball. 

Having got that off my chest, I 
admit that I am not immune to 


for London gay magazine Attitude. 

Steps are about simple dance 
routines, easy hooks and the ap¬ 
pearance of camaraderie. There’s 
no room for real heterosexuality 
in the Steps universe. 

To illustrate, the video for 
Tragedy is all about escaping the 
rites of (heterosexual) adulthood. 
Each of the three Steps girls, 
dressed in wedding gear, takes a 


spectacular dancing. In another 
work, Flames of Paris perhaps, Fei- 
joo’s blinding chaine and pique 
turns and Boada’s jaw-dropping 
kick-splits would make me shriek, 
too. In the relentlessly ethnic 
Celts, Guennadi Nedviguine’s 
high-flying “Green Man” deserved 
every cheer; each time he returned 
to the stage, the temperature went 
up 10 degrees. 

Another turn-on was the Brave- 
heart (I know, wrong Celts) episode 
in which six bare-chested guys in 
maroon kilts beat each other to 
death; again, not in the best possi¬ 
ble taste, but with Gonzalo 
(“Thighs to Sigh For”) Garcia danc- 


trip down a church aisle. Just in 
the nick of time, each Steps girl is 
saved by her Steps pals. The three 
would-have-been grooms find 
themselves imprisoned (one even 
tied up!) in a back room, while 
the Stepsters triumphantly get 
down to a tame little routine on a 
dancefloor. 

Despite being featured in a 
Disney Channel special and tour¬ 
ing this past summer as Britney 
Spears’ opening act, Steps have not 
made inroads in the US. It’s not as 
if pop lite does not have a teen and 
pre-teen market in the US, but 
most of the acts recently aiming 
for these slices of the pie have 
consisted, by and large, of white 
kids singing r8cb-tinged pop. Add 
to that the appeal of hip-hop acts, 
indie bands, rock bands, and de¬ 
mographic-spanning megastars, 
and the success of a band like 
Steps is certainly by no means a 
given. 

These days, British acts need 
either to be highly critically ac¬ 
claimed or have an image or 
sound that really challenges and 
captivates to break the US market. 
Steps don’t have the former, and 
whether or not they have the lat¬ 
ter is an open question. Still, if 
pop is your religion, this CD be¬ 
longs in your temple. T

W ith over 5,000 titles cur¬ 
rently available in the 
new DVD format, it is 
gratifying to note the rapid release 
of so many overtly gay features. 
Appearing side by side with other 
high-quality transfers, queer cine¬ 
ma is actually getting a fair shake 
in the lucrative video market. Like 
any other genre, there is fluff as 
well as high art, but as Armistead 
Maupin once observed (and I 
paraphrase), “Equality will come 
when we are allowed to produce 
our own silly sitcoms.” 

The bard of Barbary Lane 
made that remark years ago at a 
writer’s workshop, and some re¬ 
cent DVD releases would seem to 
justify his prophecy. 

Broadway Damage, written, 
directed and edited by Victor 
Mignatti (Wolfe Video) 

Cynicism has no place in the 
world of three early-twentysome- 
things as they romp through an 
impossibly cheery Manhattan. 
Fresh-faced and full of show tune 
sentiment, they face every sober¬ 
ing challenge with the optimism 
of a Nellie Forbush. 

One is a handsome aspiring 
actor who reads “light” (read gay) 
at auditions; another is his sweet 
and sensitive friend, a musical 
theatre composer who can’t find 
the courage to tell him of his seri¬ 
ous crush; and the third is a dar¬ 
ling fag hag in training who is 
stalking famed editor TinBrown 
for a job interview. 

The plot meanders through 
the byways of boyfriends who 
turn out to be pathological liars, 


Teatro ZinZanni 
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is that some of them are just 
marking time until they get to do 
their various specialty acts. 

Most of what they do isn’t nec¬ 
essarily superior to other circus 
acts you’ve probably seen before, 
but the competence benefits in 
contrast from the performers’ 
previous pseudo-bumblings. And 
the proximity of the acrobatic 
feats can be startling, to the point 
where some of those nearest the 
center of the tent cowered at some 
of the action. 

The acts, which include a jug¬ 
gler, tumblers, two singers, 
trapeze artists, and a contortion¬ 
ist, are presented between and 
sometimes during dinner courses. 
In Pavlovian fashion, your spirits 
may lift each time you see the faux 
chef, who arrives to introduce 
each of his dishes (actually pre¬ 
pared by Taste Catering and Stars 
Bar and Dining). 

But it’s not just because you 
know you’re going to get fed that 
Kevin Kent is a welcome presence. 
He’s the most accomplished 


Mcjobs that barely manage to 
cover the rent, and a starding run- 
in with the FBI. If this sounds se¬ 
rious, you have never played the 
cast album of Flora, the Red Men¬ 
ace. Shopaholic Cynthia (Mare 
Hobel of Mommie Dearest) pro¬ 
vides a deus ex machina finale, 
suffering a nervous breakdown 
when Daddy Dearest stops her 
Bloomingdale’s charge. Girl gets a 
break with La Brown, boy gets boy 
(Gosh, he looks cute without his 
glasses), and some pleasant songs 
get sung, while New York has 
never looked so springtime fresh. 

I don’t remember ever being 
this young — well, maybe in high 
school — but who cares? Coming 
out and conquering the city 
should always be this light and 
amusing. Broadway Damage does¬ 
n’t amount to much, and some 
scenes probably should have been 
cut. Still, it’s sort of a gay My Sister 
Eileen, and just as endearing. 

Trick, written by Jason Schafer, 
directed by Jim Fall (Fine Line 


comic performer in the show, as 
he makes each entrance in an in¬ 
creasingly outrageous costume 
and personality. Kent is also the 
best at working the audience-par¬ 
ticipation bits, though local enter¬ 
tainer Craig Jessup may have felt 
otherwise when he was selected to 
prance across the room wearing a 
bovine headdress on opening 
night. 

The Seattle-based One Reel 
production company has sunk a 
small fortune into bringing Teatro 
ZinZanni to San Francisco. It 
clearly needs to run for months to 
make feasible the investment. But 
a night at this circus can be an ex¬ 
pensive proposition, with parking 
and drinks costs inflating an al¬ 
ready hefty tab. 

You do get nearly four hours of 
entertainment — visual, auditory, 
culinary, and participatory — but 
it’s a mixed bag of goods. Even in a 
fantasia of excess, less can more. T

Shorter, punchier and general¬ 
ly more focused than Broadway 
Damage, this frisky little fable also 
boasts better acting and more re¬ 
alistic situations.

Manhattan looks grittier, and 
you can almost smell the sweat in 
the dance club sequence, but these 
fellows are every bit as puppyish 
and romantic as in the previous 
story.

Dixon turns out to be a young gay 
god, and his gradual seduction by 
Steven is, by turns, anguished, 
tender, joyful, and very, very sexy.

Still, the re¬ 
ality of Get Real may be in its un¬ 
compromising stance on the sex¬ 
ual heat between the boy lovers, 
and the genuine pain and fear it 
generates in themselves and those 
around them. The movie is funny 
and warm, but it doesn’t share the 
easy conclusions of the other films 
in review. The ending smacks of a 
teenaged version of Maurice, but 
like that other more exalted tale, 
there is hope and understanding 
in the air. 

If only these films were avail¬ 
able when I was a kid. Coming 
out has always had its amusing 
side — how good it would have 
been to know it was a common 
experience. ▼

Slimeballs and saints 

Best Actor is the richest of the 
four acting categories this year. It 
is shaping up into quite a hot con¬ 
test, too, since there are so many 
worthy entries. Russell Crowe 
truly got under the skin of scien¬ 
tist and family man Jeffrey 
Weigand in The Insider. Kevin 
Spacey has the timing of a master

as evidenced in American Beauty, 
where his suburban dad melt¬ 
down is both comic and horrific. 
Sean Penn has a reputation for 
being difficult, but the Academy 
respects his ample talent and 
handed him an unexpected nom 
for his despicable saxophonist in 
Sweet and Lowdown. 

Denzel Washington is ab¬ 
solutely the only reason to see The 
Hurricane, an ineptly made 
drama from veteran Norman Jew¬ 
ison (In the Heat of the Night, 
Moonstruck). The direction, script 
and co-starring performances are 
so resolutely mediocre that Wash¬ 
ington’s achievement becomes 
even more impressive. He tears 
into his role with all the rage ex¬ 
pected of Ruben Carter, the 
wrongfully incarcerated boxer he 
plays with such elegant passion. 

Richard Farnsworth in The 
"Straight Story is an altogether dif¬ 
ferent kind of bird. His acting 
magic is nearly invisible. All we 
know is the camera loves his cor¬ 
rugated face, and so do we. When 
the old geezer climbs aboard that 
dilapidated lawnmower to visit a 


distant ailing brother, he and di¬ 
rector David Lynch take us on one 
of the most satisfying and emo¬ 
tionally honest road pictures in 
many a year. I have a soft spot in 
my heart for Farnsworth, but Best 
Actor is a tough call. Washington 
is getting a lot of attention, Spacey 
may ride a Beauty sweep, and any 
of them but Penn is deserving. 

Movies and the guys 
who make ’em 

As for the Best Picture corona¬ 
tion, the safest bet is American 
Beauty. It doesn’t feel as inevitable 
as the recent landslides for 
Schindler's List and Titanic, but it 
probably has enough momentum 
to see it all the way to Best Picture 
and Best Director (the neophyte 
Sam Mendes). It might even pull a 
Big Five clean-up (Picture, Direc¬ 
tor, Actor, Actress, Screenplay). 
Beauty has the distinct air of vic¬ 
tory, thanks to hype reminiscent 
of the Miramax campaign for 
Shakespeare in Love, last year’s big 
winner. It also alleges to be a dis¬ 
section of modern American Zeit¬ 
geist, and will therefore grab the 
old school votes that vaulted 
Kramer vs. Kramer, Ordinary Peo¬ 
ple, and others into Oscar’s win¬ 
ning circle. But despite superb 
acting, an enticing soundtrack, 
witty, penetrating dialogue, and 
the best plastic bag ever seen in 
any movie, American Beauty trou¬ 
bled this viewer enough to have 


lingering doubts. Its resolution is 
unsatisfying and its storytelling 
sometimes awkward. How many 
times do we need to be told that 
Chris Cooper’s super-macho 
hawk dad thinks neighbor Spacey 
and son Wes Bentley are dirty 
dancing? The corpse-as-narrator 
device is gratuitous, and the 
movie would have more integrity 
if the embattled Spacey and Ben¬ 
ing were left at home alone to 
work it out. From a fantastic first 
90 minutes, American Beauty ca¬ 
reens down the muddy road of 
implausibility until its exception¬ 
al cast is flailing with a nutty 
script rather than inventing life 
before our eyes. 

Best Picture nominee The 
Green Mile is up for four awards, 
which averages to about one nom¬ 
ination every 45 minutes. This is 
one long-ass movie, unless watch¬ 
ing Tom Hanks suffer as a lovable 
Louisiana executioner with a blad¬ 
der infection is your idea of a good 
time. Green Mile should be the 
Academy’s chief embarrassment 
this year. This exercise in synthet¬ 
ic mawkishness is a cinematic 
Frankenstein that takes inspira¬ 
tion from the worst of John Stein¬ 
beck, Tennessee Williams, Stephen 
Spielberg, Stanley Kramer and 
Irwin Allen. Its director, Frank 
Darabont, is not nominated, and 
only twice in Oscar history has a 
Best Picture winner not had its di¬ 
rector mentioned.

scene-stealing eccentric (Michael 
Caine) and novel subplots of abuse, 
deprivation and abortion ’40s-style. 
Its current ad campaign (“A tribute 
to the human spirit!”) is enough to 
induce a diabetic coma. Cider 
House was guilty of excessive ma¬ 
nipulation, albeit handsomely ren¬ 
dered. Much of it was tender and 
humane, but its love story was ag¬ 
gressively banal, and its tears were 
programmed with the exactitude of 
a rocket launch. For an eye wash, 
give me the dignified restraint of 
The Straight Story any day. 

The Sixth Sense, a crackling 
good spook yarn that almost suc¬ 
ceeds in being profound, got 
major attention with six nomina¬ 
tions. Unlike American Beauty, it’s 
got a nifty ending. But this box-of¬ 
fice smash isn’t likely to go the dis¬ 
tance on March 26. It’s not that 
Sixth Sense is an inferior movie, 
but as an occult outing it lacks the 
centrist entertainment quota so 
often necessary for Oscar glory. 

The Insider, a fact-based story 
of CBS’s swaying ethics on the cov¬ 
erage of one man’s sizable sacrifice 
against a tobacco company, tallied 
up seven well-deserved nomina¬ 
tions. Its central ugly truth (tobac¬ 
co exes withheld information on 
cigarettes’ addictive properties 
from consumers) is a no-brainer, 
but The Insider charts the public 
and private costs of disclosure with 
the documentary-style urgency of 
All the President's Men. Director 
nominee Michael Mann draws a 
typically noisy performance from 
A1 Pacino as a 60 Minutes produc¬ 
er, and a spectacular turn from 
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Director Spike Jonze with John Malkovich in Being John Malkovich 


The Best Director nominee for 
Being John Malkovich, the weird 
Spike Jonze, is similarly damned, 
since his movie isn’t competing 
for Best Picture. Only twice has a 
director won without his film 
having a Best Picture nomination. 
According to the math, The Green 
Mile and Jonze have a less than 
2.896 chance of winning Best Pic¬ 
ture and Director, respectively. 
Onto safer bets... 

Nobody expected The Cider 
House Rules to rake in seven nomi¬ 
nations, but then again, it is a Mira¬ 
max product. This movie tries aw¬ 
fully hard to be loved, what with its 
fresh-faced Dickensian orphans, 
cuddly cub star (Tobey McGuire), 


nominee Crowe as the insider. It 
probably won’t win, however, since 
its box office has been disappoint¬ 
ing, and a low-grade Hollywood 
controversy surrounds its tinker¬ 
ing of the facts. 

All the augury, and for what 
end? There’ll be surprises on Sun¬ 
day, no doubt. Nobody who gets 
to vent their predictions in print 
has an enviable record of accura¬ 
cy. The folks at Entertainment 
Weekly (or even at the BAR!) don’t 
know any more than any other 
film-lovers. So make your bets, 
mark your ballots, settle in with 
friends, and join in the suspense. 
And see you next year for that 
Drowning Mona sweep. T

though Greta Garbo was finer in 
Cukor’s Camille. Gone With the 
Wind collected most 1939 awards, 
but not Best Actor. Gable’s Rhett 
Buder lost to Robert Donat’s sen¬ 
timental Goodbye, Mr. Chips. (But 
Donat got to age, a big advantage.) 

Switching from musicals and 
comedies to drama impresses 
Oscar voters. Nothing else ex¬ 
plains Ginger Rogers’ Best Actress 
win as teary Kitty Foyle (1940) 
over Joan Fontaine’s touching 
second Mrs. De Winter in Rebec¬ 
ca. Fontaine would be 1941’s Best 
Actress for Suspicion. How Green 
Was My Valley edged Citizen Kane 
for 1941’s Best Picture, and its 
Supporting Actor winner Donald 
Crisp topped Sydney Greenstreet 
in The Maltese Falcon. 

British wartime sacrifice mes¬ 
merized Academy voters in 1942, 
gaining prizes for the synthetic 
Mrs. Miniver (Best Picture, Direc¬ 
tor William Wyler, insufferable 
Greer Garson as Best Actress, and 
Supporting Actress Teresa Wright). 
The Magnificent Andersons was bet¬ 
ter, and Bette Davis worthier for 
Now, Voyager, as was Gladys Coop¬ 
er as her malevolent mother in the 
supporting category. 

In 1943, sainthood worked for 
Jennifer Jones in the ghasdy Song 
of Bernadette; she beat Ingrid 
Bergman in Casablanca for Best 
Actress. (Bergman wasn’t nomi¬ 
nated for Usa. Amazingly, she was 
cited for her unconvincing Span¬ 
ish peasant in the dull For Whom 
the Bell Tolls.) Roman Catholicism 
scored again in 1944, with Going 
My Way winning for Best Picture, 
Leo McCary’s direction, and Best 
Actor and Supporting Actors Bing 
Crosby and Barry Fitzgerald as 
parish priests. That year’s out¬ 
standing film was Billy Wilder’s 
Double Indemnity. Charles Boyer 
should have won for Cukor’s 
Gaslight, which earned Ingrid 
Bergman her first Oscar, over the 
more deserving Barbara Stanwyck 
in Wilder’s noir classic. 

Silent screen techniques helped 
Jane Wyman score as a mute 
rape-victim and unwed mother in 
1948’s Johnny Belinda, although 
Joan Fontaine was better, but not 
nominated, in Max Ophuls’ Letter 
from an Unknown Woman. The 

1950 Best Actress award remains 
contentious. Bette Davis (All About 
Eve ) and Gloria Swanson ( Sunset 
Boulevard) lost to Judy Holliday 
for Cukor’s Born Yesterday. Fifty 
years later, it seems Oscar chose 
well, if only by a whisker. 

Not so Flumphrey Bogart’s 

1951 Best Actor triumph in The 
African Queen, good though he is, 
instead of Marlon Brando’s shat¬ 
tering Stanley Kowalski in Ten¬ 
nessee Williams’s A Streetcar 
Named Desire. (Vivien Leigh, Karl 
Malden, and Kim Hunter won 
acting Oscars, but the film lost to 
the overrated An American in 
Paris.) Groucho Marx called 
1954’s Best Actress Award to 
Grace Kelly’s The Country Girl 
over Judy Garland in Cukor’s A

It may be the 
biggest mistake in Oscar history. 
Maybe not: 1952’s Best Picture se¬ 
lection of DeMille’s horrendous 
circus saga, The Greatest Show on 
Earth, is mind-boggling. Losers 
included Singin’ in the Rain. 

Simple Simons 

Occasionally, Oscar smiles on 
“simple” people. Hence Ernest 
Borgnine’s 1955 win as Bronx 
butcher Marty over James Dean in 
East of Eden. Making fools of the 
audience cost Marlene Dietrich a 
nomination for Witness for the 
Prosecution in 1957, although 
she’s better than winner Joanne 
Woodward in The Three Faces of 
Eve. Elizabeth Taylor’s 1960 nod 
for Butterfield 8 was criticized as a 
consolation award because she 
lost for Cat on a Hot Tin Roof 
(1958), but she’s terrific in a 
dreadful film. 

Child actors sometimes have 
an advantage. How else can Patty 
Duke’s win for Best Supporting 
Actress in 1962’s The Miracle 
Worker (with Anne Bancroft) be 
justified over Angela Lansbury’s 
chilling mother in The Manchuri¬ 
an Candidate? Or Tatum O’Neal’s 
Best Supporting Actress victory 
for 1973’s Paper Moon instead of 
Madeline Kahn’s great Trixie De¬ 
light in that same film? Some buffs 
remember 1962 because Bancroft 
topped Bette Davis in Whatever 
Happened to Baby Jane? But 
Katharine Hepburn merited that 
year’s honors for Eugene O’Neill’s 
Long Day's Journey Into Night.

Queer hip hop 

B ack in July of 1997, during Pride Week in the Bay Area, a land¬ 
mark editorial appeared in the online journal Hip Hop Daily 
News when editor Davey D made one of the first-ever forays 
into the topic of gays in the hip-hop music scene. As the City was 
preparing to stage one of the world’s largest gay parades, Davey D 
decided it was time to “somehow figure out the role gays and les¬ 
bians have played within hip hop music and culture.” Reflecting the 
attitude of most hip hop fans, Davey D acknowledged that “it’s a 
topic we’ve laughed about, smirked about, and felt uncomfortable 
about. Hip hop is the last bastion of straightness. There’s this belief 
that there ain’t no gays in hip hop.” 

That belief is slowly crumbling with the emergence of Rainbow 
Flava, a San Francisco-based hip hop group with a bold lavender 
edge, a phat sound, and a new, killer album, Digital Dope, which 
takes hip hop into territory heretofore explored only by Michelle 
Ndegeocello, Mi Phi Me, and a few other, more obscure artists. 

“There’s only about a dozen of us [queer hip hop artists] around 
the country,” says Dutchboy (aka DJ Judge, Gypsy Queen), who 
comprises one third of Rainbow Flava, along with Tori Fixx (aka 
Da KYD, DJ Naughty Boy, DJ Spank McNasty, The Ugly Child) and 
DJ Monkey (aka P. Noy, Big Kev, DJ Xadin). They’re pioneers in 
what is arguably the most popular musical form in the world today, 
one that up to now has made no room for out, proud queers. 

Rainbow Flava didn’t wait for an invitation to the party; they 
made room for themselves. They’ve taken the hip hop art form, mas¬ 
tered it, made it authentic, and queered it up without going limp. 
Their music embodies the toughness of hip hop, sans the gay bash¬ 
ing. The guys have the style down, masterfully rapping about the 
concerns of B-boys everywhere: drugs, sex, cars, cops and street life. 

“Ain’t sayin’ I’m a sinner, ain’t sayin’ I’m a saint, ain’t sayin’ I’m 
straight because I ain’t,” raps Tori Fixx on Digital Dope’s most power¬ 
ful track, “White Horse,” which takes a surprising turn on the topic of 
addiction: “But if you want to ride with me, don’t be surprised if we 
be teetotaling for the ride. No dramas, I keep my promise, like Eva 
Peron, don’t smoke crack, don’t fuck with the heroin, no quiero chiva, 

coca, roca. That shit is out like the ’80s_I don’t fuck with the white 

horse.” 

And that’s hella fine with us.T
